JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present P. and O. mail brings advices from this port to 
the 12th May, and by the Pacific mail we have eleven days later 
news, viz., to the 23rd May; the French mail from London 
March 26 arrived out on the 14th May,and the following P. and O 
mail of April 2 was received on the 15th May (three days early). 
The Japan Herald supplies the following summary of news :— 

The doubts which we recently expressed as to the power and 
constitution of the Gen-ro-in, have been fully confirmed, for not 
only is every member of it to be selected from amongst paid Go- 
vernment officials, but its power is limited to discussing matters 
—not such as are of interest, and may be brought forward by 
any one of its members, but, as we learn from one of the pub- 
lished rules, only those which emanate from the Mikado. is 
so-called Parliament is merely a debating society, without power 
or authority, and has no more similitude to a real body of repre- 
sentatives than the Oxford or Cambridge debating societies 
have to the House of Commons. -2 

The Jz pa Budget for the first six months of thjs year has 
been published without a word of explanation, and has caused 
some little astonishment in the financial world. Last year’s 
Budget showed that, leaving aside the balance from the previous 
year, the receipts were $59,359,000, and expenditure $62,169,000. 
This year we are requested to believe that the receipts for six 
months amount to $58,729,000, whilst the expenditure -is 
$39,022,000, thus showing a surplus of $19,700,000. Should 
these figures be correct, there is only one way of accounting for 
this, and that is that the majority of the land taxes (which con- 
stitute by far the larger portion of the income) fall due in the 
first half of the year.. If this view is permissible, it should have 
been so stated, as the promulgation of a bala nce sheet, showing 
a surplus of nearly 820,000,000 in six months, has caused very 
grave doubts as to the truthfulness of the figures published. 

The mercantile community both in Japan and China have 
learnt, with much gratification, that the fortnightly mail service 
between Yokohama and San Francisco is to be resumed. The 
Pacific Mail S.S. Company and the Occidental and Oriental S.S. 
Company have guaranteed that communication between Japan 
and the Pacific coast shall be maintained fortnightly as hereto- 
fore. It is also fortunate for the interests of the proprietors 
that a good understanding should have been arrived at, prevent- 
ing an imminent competition between these two companies, 
which would probably have eventuated in great loss to boty. 
The same rates of passage and freight will be charged. The 
same officers will attend to the management of both concerns, 
and the business of each will be conducted in the same offices. 
Such is the state of affairs at present,-—one which we hope will 
continue so long as it conduces to the prosperity and progress of 
the foreign settlements in the last, and secures to the proprietors 
of these companies a fair return for the capital invested in 








| them. 


The trial of King Yao, the compradore of the Deutsche Bank, 
charged with embezzlement, was commenced on the 12th May, 
at the Saibansho, but nothing of importance was elicited beyond 
the particulars we have already published. King Yao was for- 
merly in the employ of Messrs, Birley and Co., of Hong Kong, 
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and while with them he committed a robbery which resulted jn 
his condemnation to a term of imprisonment at that place. On 
the 4th May the whole of the six Chinese shroffs at the Deutsche 
Bank were given into custody, on the suspicion of their having 
been in collusion with the compradore. One fact has been as- 
certained since the discovery of the robbery which places mat- 
ters in a rather alarming light. It appears that nearly the en- 
tire Chinese community—certainly a large and _ responsible 
rtion of it—and presumably the Chinese Guild, knew that 
King Yao was a convicted felon, yet not one word of warning 
was given to any one, and he was recommended to Mr. Mam- 
melsdorff by two of the most trusted compradores in the place. 

Another Chinese compradore has absented himself without 
leave, and embezzled money entrusted to him. On the 4th May 
the compradore of Messrs. Walsh, Hall, and Co. went to Mr. 
Engert, in the employ of the house, and asked for money to pay 
the monthly bills. The clerk told him that he must have suffi- 
cient in hand, and did not comply with his request. The same 
afternoon the compradore of Messrs. Finlay, Richardson, and 
€o., who is ene of the compradore’s sureties, came to Messrs. 
Walsh, Hall, and Co., and told those gentlemen that they had 
better look out, as it was possible that their compradore, “ who 
had been speculating,” might go away by the French mail. 
This statement, and the peculiar proceedings of the compradore, 
aroused suspicion, and Messrs. Walsh, Hall,and Co. sent for the 
compradore. He was absent. His cash balance was examined, 
and found to be deficient in about $600. Search was shortly 
instituted for the absentee, who was discovered hiding in hisown 
house, where he was taken into custody. The loss to the firm 
will be little or none, as the defaulter is largely secured ; but 
several in the employ of the house are said to be sufferers to the 
extent of the sums they had in the hands of the compradore. 
Mr. Piquet, for instance, is said to have had a deposit of $3,000 
iu the man’s charge. The total amount of the defalcations is 
estimated at $4,000. 

The Consular Court was densely crowded during the investi- 
gation into the case of Adds and Withers, accused of complicity 
in the recent embezzlement from the funds of the Comptoir 
d’Escompte. Never before has so much general interest in any 
trial been evinced in Yokohama. The total amount of the as- 
certained defalcations of the deceased is stated by the manager 
to be $67,775. The acquittal of Captain Withers has given 
universal satisfaction. The public feeling is that he was the 
victim of circumstances over which he had no control, and that 
he had no cuilty knowledge whatever of the circumstances which 
led to his being vera to the command of the /ris. 

The Japanese Government has despatched two vessels to 
Korea to reconnoitre, and to acquire information about its coast 
and harbours. The vessels are to proceed up the river to the 
capital. Should the Koreans adopt the same hostile policy as 
that adopted towards the Americans, the chances are that the 
vessels may be fired on by the Koreans, in which case some- 
thing serious may arise out of the affair. Some time ago a 
rumour prevailed that the Koreans were less hostile towards 
the J arse than of late years they had been ; but the report 
has lacked confirmation, and the action taken by the Japanese 
Government would seem to indicate that they either intend to 
bring affairs to a crisis, or that they expect thet the knowledge 
they seek to gain of the vulnerability of the Korean peninsula 
will be of use, should hostilities be declared between the two 
countries. 

The Imperial Japanese corvette Tsubo-Kan will shortly be 
despatched on a four months’ cruise round the islands. The ob- 
ject of the cruise is to give the cadets of the Naval College an in-

The Minister of the Interior has just distributed three classes 
of rewards to the most successful raisers of eggs of the best silk- 
worms in Japan. In the first class there are only four prize- 
takers, one of whom is a grower of Yokohama. To each of these 
the sum of 25 yen has been awarded. Three growers have been 
rewarded with 174 yen each, in the second class; and three 
others in the third class have received 10 yen each. 

The Echo says that forty houses were destroyed by fire in the 
village of Shimongamura, Gochiu, on the 19th April. On the 
24th another fire destroyed twenty more houses; and on the 
30th a third fire broke out, and a violent wiud impelled the 
flames, which destroyed almost the entire village. Many people 
were found burnt to cinders in their beds. Thirty houses are 
also said to have been destroyed in a fire in Funa-daiko-matchi, 
Nagasaki.

Ps subjoined items of intelligence are from the Japan 
ail :— 

The negotiations opened some two years ago between the 
Governments of Japan and Peru have had a more auspicious 
termination than might have been anticipated from the cir- 
cumstances attending their commencement. A treaty of friend- 
ship and commerce between the two countries was signed some 
little time back, and, after ratification, was exchanged on the 
17th May at the hands‘of Senor J. F. Elmore, LL.D., on the side- 
of Peru,and H.E. Terashima Munenori, specially appointed by 
H.M. the Mikado Plenipotentiary ad hoc. Senor Elmore has. 
been appointed in permanent mission in Japan and China, and 
has received full powers for the exchange and ratification of both 
the Chinese and Japanese treaties. His staff, consisting of a 
Secretary of Legation and an Attaché, havearrived. Having 
concluded part of these preliminary duties here, he leaves shortly 
and temporarily for gees a similar pu in China, after 
the accomplishment of which he will reside in this country. 
We trust that the intercourse which Senor Elmore has been 
instrumental in placing on its present footing will be one of in- 
creasing friendship and advantage to the respective countries in- 
terested in these negotiations. An official dinner, to be given to 
the Japanese Cabinet and the foreign representatives by Senor 
Elmore on the 29th May, will celebrate the exchange of the treaty 
with Japan. 

It is notitied by the Judicial Department that Japanese sub- 
jects who may have legal claims to establish against foreigners 
must lodge information of the nature of their claims at the 
respective Fu or Aencho of the foreign concession in which the 
foreigner resides. They will then be supplied with a note to the 
Consul which will enable them to take proceedings for the re- 
covery of their debts. The Misshin Shinjishi has authority for 
stating that Superior Courts of Judicature will shortly be insti- 
tuted in Yedo, Osaka, Nagasaki, and Fukushima. 

An accident has occurred on lot 113 from the falling in of a 
framed roof on which some native workmen were engaged.

It is a neatly got u 
illustrated sheet called The Child's Paper—Monthly. It is difficult 
to over-estimate the value of work among and for the benefit of 
children, whom it is far easier to improve than the grown-u 
Chinese. The utter absence, as we understand, of all such lite- 
rature among the Chinese gives additional interest to this effort, 
The publisher expresses a hope that he will be able to illustrate 
the articles with original engravings, with Chinese costume and 
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surroundings. In the present number there is a specimen of this 
kind of work which, though inferior, will perhaps be more at- 
tractive to a Chinese child than the better executed foreign 
prints. We wish the enterprise success. The Rev. Mr. Farnham 
makes himself responsible for it, though it will need the co-opera- 
tion of all interested to make it a success. It is in an easy classic 
style, that it may be used in all parts of the Empire, and the 
child may the more readily get it read to him if unable to read 
for himself. 

We hear that four of the Manila lottery tickets for the May 
drawing, sold by Messrs. Kelly and Co. in Shanghai, have drawn 
good prizes. The $15,000 and one $1,000 prizes have been won 
by foreigners, and a $3,000 and a $500 by Chinese. 

The lecture on “ Food,” delivered by Dr. Jamieson before the 
Temperance Society, has been printed as a pamphlet, and is for 
sale at Messrs. Kelly and Co.’s. 

The following items of intelligence are taken from the Celestia! 
Empire :— 

‘At the mecting of the Shanghai Waterworks Company held 
on the 10th May at the Offices of Messrs. Little and Co., it was 
stated by the Chairman that the Company were quite ready to 
go on with their works ; but that he thought they should wait, 
in view of the statement that a water scheme was to be brought 
forward by the Municipal Council, until they saw what scheme 
would be supported by that body. The meeting was accord- 
ingly adjourned unt after the Ratepayers, Meeting. 

e recently mentioned the case of two of the Che-hsien’s 
runners who had been charged with attempting to extort money 
from some houses in Smith’s-market, and who had been sent by 
the Mixed Court magistrate to the Che-hsien for examination 
and punishment. The latter has now investigated the case, and 
finding the runners guilty, dismissed them from their employ- 
ment, and ordered them 200 blows each, and to be stationed in 
the cangue for ten days in front of the houses from which they 
had tried to obtain the squeeze. 

There has been a noisy sacrifice of propitiation lately offered 
on the space cleared by the late fire in the Maloo, the tenants of 
each house contributing tive dollars, and the sum thus amassed 
being expended in a quantity of crackers and other detonating 
nuisances, and in paying for the services of a number of priests. 
Some of the more prominent votaries were brought up to the 
Mixed Court, and Chén sent the noisy men to prison for three 
days. 

A negro named John Williams, a seaman on board of the 
British barque Corea, was tried on the 19th April by H.B.M.’s 
Consul at Newchwang, and sentenced to one year’s imprison- 
ment with hard labour, for having stabbed the captain of the 
ship with a sheath-knife. For several days the wounded man’s 
life was in danger, but he is now progressing favourably. 

H.M.S. Audacious arrived at Woosung on the 15th May from 
Hong Kong. The Modeste and the Vigilant arrived on the 10th 
May in Hankow, and are expected to leave again on the 17th. 











FOOCHOW. 
The subjoined items of intelligence from this port are taken 
from the Foochow Herald :— 


A sad accident has occurred at the City Arsenal. While 
proving a smooth-bore muzzle loading gun, cast by native 
workmen, the gun burst at the breech, causing such fearful 
injuries to the unfortunate man who was firing, that he expired 
in a few minutes. One large fragment of the gun struck him 
in the forehead—smashing in the whole of the fore part of his 
head. Now that a man has been killed, we understand that, 
in future, all guns, when being proved, are to be fired electric- 
ally on the Woolwich system—under the supervision of Mr. 
J. A. Betts. 

The news from Formosa is somewhat conflicting ; but from 
what we gather, the position of the Imperialists is in no way 
improved. An irregular kind of warfare prevails ; in which 
the aborigines (who are fighting for bare life) are almost in- 
variably victorious. The recent execution of an Imperialist 
officer---for rank cowardice in the face of the enemy—may have 
a salutary effect on the rest ; but we are doubtful. 

The Arsenal authorities are vainly attempting to dredge the 
river by means of a wretched little machine, worked by steam, 
it is true, but utterly worthless for any practical purpose, short 
of dredging a creek. Pending the arrival of more serviceable 
machinery, the authorities would, we think, act wisely in saving 
their coal and labour, as, at present, the game is hardly worth 
the candle. : 

A very handsome obelisk of white Sicilian marble has 
recently been erected in the cemetery, to the memory of our 

late respected fellow resident Mr. R. P. Williams—whose 
~ sivulden and lamented death we recorded in August last.

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 22nd May; 
the French mail from London April 9 was received on the 
16th May. The following items of intelligence are from th 
China Mail :— 

At the Criminal Sessions of the Supreme Court Albert Fry 
Chambers was indicted for obtaining a sum of $42,380 from the 
Hon. James Whittall by false pretences, The charges, as set 
forth in the indictment, were as follow :— ; 

1. That the prisoner falsely pretended to Mr. James Whittall that he 
was entitled to a legacy of £5,000, and another legacy amounting, 
with accumulated interest, to £4,000, by which he obtained from Mr. 
Whittall $6,500. 2. That he falsely pretended that he had invested 
money on mortgage at Shanghai, and that $13,000 would be at his dis- 
posal at the end of August, 1872; also that he was entitled to moneys 
in England, whereby he obtained from Mr. Whittall $6,500. 3. That 
he falsely pretended that he would receive by mail of 16th September, 
1873, asum of from £1,500 to £2,000, that he had inherited £5,000 
under his father’s will, and was further entitled to $36,000 as funds of 
one Newton, which would be available on 25th October, 1873, whereby 
he obtained from Mr. Whittall the sum of $13,000. 4. That by means 
of falsely pretending to have received letters from England informi 
him that he was entitled to sums of £5,000 and £7,000, &c., he 
obtained from Mr. Whittall the sum of $16,380. 

The accused pleaded guilty, and the Attorney-General said he 
had another information for embezzlement, but as he had pleaded 
guilty to this indictment he would not proceed with it. The 
prisoner was then sentenced to three years’ penal servitude on 
the first count ; another three years on the second count ; anda 
third term of three years on the third and fourth counts, making 
in all nine years. 

An extraordinary meeting of the Victoria Fire Insurance Com- 
pany of Hong Kong, Limited, has been held at the Office, Queen’s- 
road. The Chairman, Mr. Andre, said that the meeting had been 
called by circular addressed to the shareholders, which stated 
that the business was—“ To receive a statement from the Secre- 
taries, and to provide for the future management of the Com- 
pany.” Since the circular had been issued, the directors had re- 
ceived a notice from a number of the shareholders, representing 
altogether 500 shares, requesting them to call an extraordinary 
meeting for the purpose of taking into consideration a proposition 
to voluntarily wind up the Company. The directors had con- 
sidered the requisition, and a meeting had been called for the 
24th May. Hetherefore begged to propose, “ That this meet- 
ing be adjourned sine dve, and that the directors continue to work 
the office until the extraordinary meeting called for the 24th 
for the purpose of winding upthe Company. The resolution was 
carried. 

The sea robbers in the Canton waters are getting more daring 
every day. They openly levy black-mail from peaceful traders, 
and go so far as to send notice to them that if they do not com- 
ply with the request, they will be attacked. A junk which 
plied between Seulam and Canton was threatened in this way 
the other day, but the master, instead of complying, bought a 
quantity of ammunition with the money he would fave to pay 
as black-mail, and was determined to make a resistance. We 
have not heard the result. 

A very daring robbery, accompanied by murder, has taken 
lace. The house of a very wealthy man of the literary class in 
oonyii district wss attacked by a band of robbers, who num- 

bered over 100. Knowing the great wealth of the family, and 
the resistance they might receive, the robbers discharged their 
firearms at random, when they had effected an entrance, in order 
to frighten those who might be disposed to resist, and mortally 
wounded the nephew of the master of the house. The robbers 
succeeded in making a very good haul, having, it is said, made 
away with property worth not far short of $20,000.

The Committee of the Victoria Recreation Club deserve much 
credit for the vigorous manner in which they have pushed on 
the work at the new Boat-House and Gymnasium. These 
buildings are now all but finished, and we hope soon to see a 
few boats safely lodged under cover, in view of the resuscita- 
tion of our annual regatta. The old stone erection, known as 
the Green Wharf, which was swept away in the general wreck 
of the typhoon, is to be replaced by a pile pier similar to that 
at Pedder’s Wharf ; and besides it being an improvement to the 
appearance of the place, there is a probability of its withstand- 
ing any future heavy sea better than the stone pier. <A pile 
breakwater is being formed in front of the sea wall, which will 
break the force of the sea and possibly ensure the safety of the 
other buildings.

The Chairman said that as a wish had 
been expressed on one hand that the Company should be con- 
tinued on an independent basis, with a board of directors, secre- 
tary, and agencies at the outports, and on the other that the 
Company should be wound up, he thought that it was only fair 
they should take the sense of the meeting. A long discussion 
ensued, and eventually five propositions were submitted to the 
meeting by the Chairman, to the effect that the Company in fu- 
ture be conducted by a board of directors and secretary; that 
the accounts hereafter be made up yearly to 30th April, and that 
the profits (if any) of the past six months be carried to reserve 
fund ; that capital of the Company be replaced by the transfer of 
$200,000 from the reserve fund ; and that any and all dividends 
which may be received from the estates of Messrs. Augustine 
Heard and Co. and Messrs, Fearon and Co., and any salvage 
from outstanding claims, be placed to reserve fund. ter some 
criticism, they were put to the meeting, and passed, with only 
three dissentients. Some very strong remarks on the conduct 
of Messrs. Augustine Heard and Co. were read by Mr. Stephens, 
a shareholder. They were not, however, supported by the

The Occidental and Oriental Steamship Company announce 
that the pioneer steamer of their line, the Oceanic, will arrive in 
this port on or about the 27th May, and will leave here for San 
Francisco on the 7th June. The line is to be worked in co-opera- 
tion with the Pacific Mail Company, and the agent of the latter 
has also been appointed acting agent of the former.

The following summary of Atchin intelligence is taken from 

the Batavia Handelsblad of the 8th May :— 

From the Military and Civil Commanding Officer at Atchin 
a telegram has been received, running as follows :—“ 25th April, 
—Enemy’s positions at Lohong taken—Loss one man killed and 
twelve wounded. 18th April,—Flag has been hoisted at Sun- 
ghy Raya on East Coast. State of health satisfactory, mortality 
sight.” This is favourable intelligence—the political horizon 

is becoming clearer and clearer—the smaller petty States are 
ene more and more submissive ; gradually they will pro- 
ceed to obey our directions, and the time is at hand to cause our- 
selves to be represented by an official, who will naturally have 
to be supported by a small military force. It is to be re- 

tted that General Pel has not sufficient soldiers to enable 

im to operate more extensively and to take the offensive 
more vigorously. Although small victories like the above 
heighten the morale of our troops, they do not sufficiently dis- 
courage the enemy. To our regret we hear that the barracks 
constructed on the y plain outside the Kraton have been 
built on the ground without a proper flooring, while all the 
natives build their houses on posts, whereby the flooring is 
raised several feet above the soil, whilst the wind can have free 
play under the dwellings. But putting these by-points aside, 
we are still thankful for the promising course of matters,—as the 
close of the war cannot be far off. Not that we too readily 
believe in a total cessation of resistance, but we do believe in the 
end of combined resistance. The power of the headmen will 
become broken, and, as has happened in all Netherlands Indian 
was, they will die out, or fall into our hands. 

The following intelligence is from the ZJndier of the 16th May : 
—“ Since our previous mail summary news has again been re- 
ceived of several advantages gained at Atchin. A telegram from 
the military and civil officer contains the following communica- 
tion: May 2—Lamtebu, Setu, and Gichil Oleh-lu taken and oc- 
cupied. Losses —two killed ; wounded, one officer (who died 
the same evening), ten privates, and three coolies ; missing, one 
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trooper. May 6—State of health satisfactory. General Pel is 
not sitting still, and is approaching Bital more and more closely. 
He has, however, again asked for reinforcements. 

The present condition of the island of Bengkalis, off the Siak 
coast, is thus sketched in the Sourabaya Courant :— 

Bengkalis, the recently stationed chief town of the newly established 
residency on the east coast of Sumatra, is situated on Brouwer's Straits, 
which form the only large and safe roadstead to be found on the 
Netherlands side of the Straits of Malacca. The roadstead of Beng- 
kalis, although more capacious, has, as to its safety, much resemblance 
to Madura Straits, off Sourabaya. But the ships themselves have yet 


to come. The only vessel that floats upon the wide and smooth watery |

amazingly in population, prosperity, and even wealth, by means of the | 


numerous tobacco plantations, which are daily extending, and yielding 
fair profits. For Bengkalis, also, the door is standing open, a site 
having reen chosen for the so-called new town. Large blocks of land 
have already been marked out, and are intersected by well made and 
wide roads. On these will be built the barracks and the officers’ houses, 
&c., for the future garrison. There will also rise up the Residency 
house and office, and whatever other Government buildings may be 
required for such a settlement. 
private persons, an opportunity will be afforded for building houses, 
provided they have means. Should all this be accomplished, Beng- 
kalis will certainly be no despicable place. Perhaps a still greater 
future awaits it in consequence of its favourable situation. 
for instance, cultivation extend along the banks of the Siak river, 
and should the matter become the highway to the East Coast for the 
Ombilien coal fields in the interior, Bengkalis will undoubtedly be- 
come a colossal cual depot, hereby an active movement of shipping 
will naturally be called into action.

Sir Andrew 
and Lady Clarke arrived somewhat late, having been detained 
doubtless by the heavy rain, and after a great many leave-tak- 
ings, stepped on board the steam launch belonging to the P. and 
O. Co., which was placed at their disposal by the Agent of the 
Com Three hearty cheers were given for Sir Andrew 
Clarke, and three more for Lady Clarke, after which the launch 
moved rapidly off towards the steamer, which lay far out in the 
roadstead ; the company stood watching her for a long way out, 
straining their eyes to catch a last glimpse, and many would not 
leave their positions until the ensign, hoisted at the steamer’s 
foremast, signalled their arrival on board. 
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A few days since a policeman on duty in Campong Glam, 
Beach-road, saw 3 Chinaman trying to pull two Annamite 
women into a house ; the women, resisting, managed: to drag 
the Chinaman into the street, when the constable arrested all 
three and took them to the police-station. Inspector Richard- 
son made inquiries, when the women declared they had been 
kidnapped from a place in Cochin China, and brought to Singa- 
pore against their will, together with another Cochin Chinaman, 
and they (the women) were sold to the master of the house in 
Beach-road, The circumstances were reported to the Inspector- 
General of Police, and the Chinaman who imported and sold 
the women, together with the keeper of the house, were charged 
before Captain Douglas, Magistrate of Police, under several 
sections of the Penal Code, and committed for trial at the next 
Assizss. | 

The stone beacon which marked the Sultan Shoal,—a large 
’ coral bank in the way of steamers entering and leaving by way 
of New Harbour,—was completely destroyed by lightning a few 
days ago, and will have to be replaced by a temporary one. Thi 
beacon was a prominent guide to the channel, and captains of in- 
coming steamers from the westward should take especial note of 
the fact of its demolition. 

Major-General Colborne, Commander-in-Chief of Her Ma- 
jesty’s troops on the China station, arrived here from Hong 
t ong by the present mail to inspect the troops, barracks, &c., in 

he Straits. He is accompanied by Lieutenant-Colonel Hall, 
R.A., who has come down to inspect the Artillery here. 

Her Majesty’s birthday, the 24th May, was observed as a 
holiday bythe Banks, and the flagstaffs were decorated with 
flags and a Royal Salute fired from Fort Canning at noon. The 
Government, however, observed the 28th as a holiday in honour 
of the occasion. 

A convention has been entered into between the Queensland 
Government and this colony by which the poster to Australia, 
Tasmania, and New Zealand, via Torres Straits, has been re- 
duced by just one-half, letters now costing only 6d., and news- 
papers a penny each. This must have the effect of attracting 
the Peas part of the postal matter from the Straits, China, 
and Manila, to this route. 

The prima donna, Signora Maria Palmieri, assisted by Signor Tito 
Palmieri and Signorina Alice Persiani, will visit Singapore in a 
few days on her way to China and Japan, and intends giving 
two concerts here. She has been giving very successful concerts 
in Australia, and is at present in Java.

IMPORTS. 

YoxouaMa.—The market had been at a complete standstill. Yarns 
and Shirtings were [difficult of sale, and all kinds of Woollens, with 
exception of Mousselines, were neglected. Large arrivals had further 
depressed the market for manufactured Iron: quotations were nominal 
and tended downwards, more especially for assorted Nail-rods. i 

Hioca-O saka.—The position of the maiket, as regards quotations 
and deliveries, had varied but little. Cottons. Yarns :—Large arrivals 
at Yokohama had caused rates todecline. Grey Shirtings: The limited 
busincss of the month had again been confined exclusively to 7 lbs. 
goods. Prices showed no improvement. Chintz: A steady demand 
‘was reported for Assorted at low rates. Turkey Reds were saleable, 
but former quotations were barely maintained. Victoria Lawns showed 
aslightly better feeling at the close. Holders of Black Velvets gener- 
ally declined the low rates offered. Worsteds and Woollens: Black 
Lastings had improved a little. Plain Orleans maintained their value, 
and a somewhat larger proportion of Assorted Colours had been taken. 
Mousselines de Laine were less in request owing to the season. 

TientsIx.—Common T-Cloths active ; best not wanted. English 
Drills and Sheetings in good demand. 7 lbs. and 8} lbs. Grey Shirt- 
ings, quiet. 

CuEFoOo.—Messrs. Wilson, Cornabé and Co.’s Circular says :—Busi- 
ness generally has been rather inactive. Cotton Goods: Grey Shirt- 
ings have been in but little demand, but for T-Cloths, Mexican chops, 
we have had a good inquiry. White Shirtings have been neglected, 
while Drills have been saleab!e in small lots. Turkey Red Cambrics 
have been in good inquiry, but for other Fancy Goods we have had no 
demand. Woollen Goods have been neglected. Metals: Iron is un- 
saleable with heavy stocks in the place. Lead can be sold in small lots. 

Hankow.—Saies of Cottons had been almost entirely confined to 
Grey Shirtings and 7 Ibs. T-Cloths. The best 8} lbs, (Eagle Chop) 
had been sold at Ts. 1.9.9 ; 7 lbs. ordinary T-Cloths were quoted Tis. 
1.1.5 to 1.3.0 Woollens showed some improvement. 

CHINKIANG.—Messrs. Spencer and Wolff write :—There is little or no 
change to report in our market for Piece Goods. Small lots are moved 
off daily at quotations, but if any attempt were made to press sales, 
lower prices would have to be accepted. 

SHANGHAI.—The Chamber of Commerce Circular says :—Since the 
last mail left, the amount of business done in Cottons has not been 
large, but, except for Grey Shirtings, prices on the whole have been 
maintained at about former figures, and in some instances an advance 
is quoted. 7lb. Grey Shirtings are in small request, and prices rather 
lower. 84lb. Grey Shirtings: Auction sales of common goods have 
take" place at 2 cands, decline. Good makes are unaltered, with little 
inquiry. Hcavy Shirtings : 91b. are quoted rather lower ; 9.12 are in 
moderate request at unchanged rates. White Shirtings : 56 to 64 reed, 
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no inquiry; 66 reed, small sales at about previous prices ; 72 to 80 reed 


continue in fair request, and stocks being small, buyers have had to pay 
a further advance. American Drills, Jeans, and Sheetings : The only 
sale reported is 1,500 pieces Drills. English Drills : 14lb. are in active 
demand at 2 to 8 cands. advance ; 15lb. not so generally wanted. Eng- 
lish Jeans: No inquiry. English Sheetings: In small stock, prices 
higher. Dutch Drills have advanced 2 to 3 cands., stock reduced. 
T-Cloths: 6lb. and 7lb. common makes are in good demand at firm 
prices. For the best qualities the market is unchanged, these being in 
less demand. Coloured Cottons unchanged in price and quiet. Com- 
mon Velveteens are firmer. Woollens.—Spanish Stripes are unaltered 
in value. English Camlets have been sold by auction at a decline of 
5 cands., and the market is weak in consequence. For Long Ells there 
is good inquiry at previous rates. Crape Lastings and Figured Orleans 
of common quality are lower. 

Foocnow.—Sales had been: Grey Shirtings, 83 lbs., 1,000 pieces at 
$2.70 to $2.82 per piece; T-Cloths, 72 lbs., 500 pieces at $1.85 per 
piece ; Lead, 550 pigs at $8.50 to $9.00 per picul. 

Honc Kono.—The arrivals during the interval, besides mail steamers, 
had been the s.s. Antenor, with part of Ulysses cargo, Galatea (Ger- 
man), Agamemnon, Craigforth, Horriang, and Africa, bringing full 
supplies of Manufactured Goods for this market and the north. With 
the exception of Yarns, for which there has been an active inquiry, 
the business of the fortnight had been limited to the bare necessities 
of the hour, and as the Shanghai advices had been more encouraging 
for importers, the bulk of the recent arrivals had been sent on to the 
North ; by this means stocks had been kept within moderate com- 
pass; holders were firm in their demands, and the market closed 
steady at, in some cases, a slight advance upon previous quotations. 

Canton.—Fair sales of Lead had been made at $8.25 to $8.35 for or- 
dinary brands, and $8.85 to $8.40 for W.B., at which rates 2,000 piculs 
of the former, and 800 piculs oi the latter quality had changed hands, 
leaving 700 piculs L.B.in stock. No transactions in Quicksilver had 
been reported, but the metal was quoted at $130 to $1382 per picul. 

Ban@Kox.—Mexican T-Cloths were much wanted at Tic. 3} per 
piece, and none had come forward for along time. Yarns also con- 
tinued in demand, but supplies were sufficient, and the price had been 
lowered slightly to induce larger purchases. 

SinGAPORE.—Mesars. Boustead and Co. write as follows :.—The arn- 
vals with general cargoes are the steamers Glenlyon and Oxfordshire 
from London, Achilles from Liverpool, and Brema, brig, from Ham- 
burg. The Piece Goods market has continued quiet during the past 
fortnight, but without further decline in price, the Manchester advices 
having become rather more favourable. Accounts from the outports 
are generally unsatisfactory, and dealers buy very sparingly. 

PEenanc.—The market had remained excessively quiet, and business 
during the fortnight had been of a retail nature only. Prices remained 
without any improvement.

TEA. 

YoronamMa.—Arrivals of new leaf had come forward freely and had 
met with very general enquiry, the prices asked being considered 
reasonable; settlements in the interval amounted to 4,000 piculs, 
making a total of 5,000 piculs since tke opening. Prices had ruled 
rather irregularly, the market having been governed daily by the ex- 
tent of supplies, and the anxiety or otherwise showu by buyers. The 
barques Mora and Stillman B.gAllen were advertised as on the berth 
for New York, but the rates of freight were fnot yet fixed Quotations : 
— $36 to $37 ; fine, $39 to $41 per picul ; finest, $43 to $46. 

Hioco-Osaka.—The market for New Teas was opened on the 10th 
May at $45 to $47. Few buyers, however, seeming disposed to operate 
freely at these prices, and advices of low rates arriving from Yokohama, 
the market fell about$3 perpicul,and this decline had been maintained. 
Supplies were coming forward freely, and the crop appeared of © 
quality. Settlements to the 17th May inclusive amounted to about 
1,600 piculs. 

Hankow.—Messrs. Olyphant’s circular says :—The first musters of 
the new Teas were shown on the 13th May, representing twenty-five 
chops from Ningchow, six chops from Yang Low Toong, two chops 
from Nep-car-lee, one chop from Ko-Chao, and one chop from Low 
Yang. The market was opened by the settlement of the last-mentioned 
chop at Tls. 26 per picul, followed by the purchases all the Yang Low 
Toongs at Tls. 29 to 30, one chop of Nep-car-lee at Tls. 234, one chop 
of Ko-Chao at Tls. 25.8.0, and four chops of Ningchow at Tls. 40 to 48. 
The prices paid for the Yang Low Toong are much on a par wjth the 
figures of last season. The settlements of the other classes are 80 
small that we defer making any comparison. The quality of the Tes 
from the Hankow districts appears to be satisfactory, so far as can be 
judged from the musters that have been received. The steamers 
Fleurs Castle and Lotus have been advertised to load for London at 
£5 10s. per ton ; the Hankow is also on the berth for that destination, 
and the Glenartney, Glenfalloch, and Bengal are daily expected. 

Amoy anD TaMsvI.—Formosa Ooloongs: From Tamsui advices to 
the 19th May state that the new leaf was arriving very slowly, only 
some 200 or 300 bags having come down from the country, and these 
had not been generally shown, so that no positive estimate could be 
formed as to the quality of the new crop. From the quantity received, 
however, some 60 half-chests had been hurriedly prepared and for- 
warded to Hong Kong, for shipment to New York, per City of Tokio, 
the price for which would be settled when the market opens. In the 
course of a week or two, Teas were expected to arrive rather freely, 
but at present foreigners ideas had not come up to what the new leaf is 
said to have cost in the country. 

Kicxranc.—The market for new Black Teas was opened at this port. 
on the 9th May, and up to the 13th 7,776 half-chests had been settled, 
consisting of Ningchow at Tls. 488 to 50 per picul, and Kiukiang 
packed Tea at Tls. 88 to 40}. These prices for Ningchow description 
were considered higher than the opening figures of last season, while 
the quality was regarded as inferior to that of last year. 
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SHaNGHal.—No business had been done. 

FoocHow.—Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’s Circular says :—From the 
farthest districts as Kaisow, Sinchune, Soo Moo, é&c., the reports to 
hand since we wrote last are not very definite, but it is understood that 
natives are paying in most cases a similar advance to that established 
in the lower districts for the new leaf, or say about two taels on an 
av A week since the first shipment of new season’s contract 
Paklings (about 1,000 boxes) was made, and the steamer leaving to-day 
is taking about 14,500 boxes and 50 half-chests more. Teamen have 
shown a few musters of Paklings on the market already, and their 
quality appears to be about on a par with similar early musters last 
season, though a definite judgment cannot be given till the offerings of 
this class are larger. Country kinds are beginning to come in to Foo- 
chow, a few small parcels from the neighbouring Hoke Oan district 
being already stored in the city we hear. It seems likely, therefore, 
that we shallseethe musters put forth about the same time as'last'season. 
Till musters have been seen we cannot of course say more of the quality 
of the crop than that the natives consider it should turn out about equal 
to that of 1874 to 1875. 

Canton.—Messrs. Deacon and Co.’s Report says :--During the past 
fortnight a fair business has been ing in Tea, and as anticipated in 
last report, Teamen have had to submit to reduced rates, especially for 
Scented Capers. Scenting flower has not been very abundant, and high 
prices have had to be paid, so that sellers of Scented Teas have in 
many cases arranged for an extended time of delivery, in the hopes of 
cheaper flowers, and immediate shipments are in consequence curtailed. 
Congous : The settlements reported have generally shown better value 
than previous fortnight, and the stock is now reduced. At Macao, the 
the supply of first crop is about exhausted : and pending arrival of 
second crop, which is reported to be of good quality, but to be costing 
rather high, business will be limited. Scented tea: For Capers, holders 
have had to accept a reduction of Tls. 2 to 3 on rates quoted last mail, 
and as’many of the musters show a marked improvement in the scent- 
ing, the intrinsic difference in value is*even more than that in favor of 
buyers ; we quote fair to medium Tls. 20 to 23, good medium to fine 
Tls. 24 to 26, and a few fancy parcels have been taken at Tls. 27 to 30 
per picul.

few days. St. Helena, June 11.—The Henriette, frem Sourabaya, for 
Marseilles, which arrived bere June 2, reports that her foretopmast was 
carried away at the cap by the heavy rolling of the vessel on April 15. 

Launcu.—On the 29th ult. there was launched frem the building- 
yard of Messrs. J. T. Caird and Co. an iron screw steamer of 1,249 
tons B.M., and 220-horse power, built for the Netherlands Steam 
Navigation Company of Batavia. The vesrel was named the Bromo, 
by Miss Saunders, and is the fifth steamer built by Messrs. Caird for 
the Netherlands Company. The Bromo will be employed in the goods 
and passenger trade between Java and Sumatra.

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THE DEFENCE OF HONG KONG. 

“ Vigilans " writes to the Hour as follows :—Hong Kong would have 
to be defended by a naval force, but when the numerous open ports in 
the Straits Settlements, China, and Japan would, in the event of any 
trouble, require the moral and physical support of our Navy, Hong 
Kong would stand but a poor chance of any adequate aid. Our naval 
force in these quarters is lamentably small tv cover its vast require- 
ments. Hong Kong is often left defended by a saluting hulk. The 

increase in the Chinese Navy—and recent advices from Foochow 
mention the completion of a new corvette—though not possessing to 
any extent the requisite knowledge for the conduct of open hostilities 
—for neither the Chinese nor Japanese ships have eve: fired a hostile 
shot since their recent organisatiou—yet would be, in point of its num- 
bers, of momentous trouble ; and therefore, in face of the requirements 
of our Navy for the protection of life and property at all the many 
ports where British interests reign, Houg Kong should be placed in a 
position of adequate self-defence. At present the island is cared for b 
an infantry regiment and battery of urtillery, while Singapore, whic 
has to protect Penang and Malacca, is in a like manner supplied ; but 
the removal of the Marines from Japan has weakened in a measure our 
representative power. From its position Hong Kong presents to an in- 
vading force something of a shell-trap, and would be soon and easily 
reduced into subjection by a bombardment from outside, where hostile 
vessels could work their disastrous fire with impunity ; and the colony, 
acting as it does somewhat as a depot for the commercial workings of 
Northern China and Japan, contains no inconsiderable wealth, while, 
at the same time, it is the head-quarters of our Navy, and is well sup- 
plied with plentiful military and naval stores. What is required for 
the defence of Hong Kong is the erection of a few batteries round the 
island, and suitable heights can be obtained commanding the positions 
where hostile landings might be effected ; but, as Hong Kong is sur- 
rounded by a wide network of small islands, under safe cover of which 
an enemy's ship might play a bombardment, the co-operation of a 
couple of iron-clad rams, such as are to be found in the harbours of 
Bombay and Melbourne, would almost prevent time being given for 
any effectual attack from a distance. The Colonial Government—and 
the Hong Kong governmental purse is not a too poor one—would 
necessarily aid in paying expenses thus incurred, but the boon of safety 
‘would be invaluable. I have spoken of a fear of the Chinese Navy ; it 
is more a fear of its numerical force than of its physical force, fur our 
Navy could cope with it without difficulty ; but Hong Kong, apart 
from its great importance and value to us in times of peace, would be 
invaluable in times of war, for there, close to the wide land of China, 
stands a fortress bounded by the sea, where our forces would congie- 
te. Lately some attention was paid to the fortifying of Singapore, 
ut the defence of Hong Kong, for which I now argue, is worthy of the 
most serious attention. 





Burau, Its DeFENCrS AND WaRLIKE Resources.—At a special 
meeting of the Royal United Service Institution, Captain E. C. Browne, 
21st R.N.B. Fusiliers, read an essay on “ Burmah, Its Defences and 
Warlike Resources.” Lieutenant-General Sir Fred. Hamilton, K.C.B., 
was in the chair. Captain Browne stated that all his information had 
been gained from personal experience, as while on leave he had ex- 
plored a large part of Burmah, his sole object then being to examine 
and report on the resources of the country, which might be of use in 
future campaigns. He said that all the chi.f towns were situated on 
’ the Irawaddy, which enters the sea through many mouths at Rangoon. 
He then described the different passes where the Burmese had made 
their chief stands in the campaign of 1826, and referred to Mandalay 
which was strongly situated and protected by nature. Mandalay was 
rendered secure by a brick wall twenty-five feet high and three feet 
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thick. It was not loop-holed, nor had it any embrasures for cannon. 
The arms and valuables of the kingdoin are stored here. There are nu- 
merous big guns, but they are unserviceable, and there was no ammu- 
nition when Captain Browne was there, but he was tuld they could 
easily get it if it was required. There were 2,000 stand of small arms, 
but they were all rusty, and some of them quite dangerous. Thearmy 
of defence numbcred 3,000 men. There were 20,000 inhabitants 
within, and 60,000 without the walls. Captain Browne then went into 
the history, character, and customs of the people, particularly as re- 
gards their connection with Great Britain after two severely contested 
campaigns. 

WE read in La Liberte that Marshal Macmahon has just remitted the 
remainder of a sentence to three years imprisonment, incurred two 
years ago before a court-martial, by a Baron d’Ivry, officer in the 
French Navy, for a manslaughter committed by him on a Japanese. 
Baron d’ Ivry was undergoing the penalty in the prison of Ste. Pélagie 
in Paris.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AMSTERDAM, JUNE 80. 

Though the Liberal party in the Second Chamber will have at their 
disposal next Session a majority of forty-two or forty-three votes, 
there is no question of a Ministerial crisis. The Liberals would not be 
able to take the reins of Government unless all the members were 
agreed upon leading principles. But this is by no means the case. It 
is quite uncertain whether the majority would prove to be a substan- 
tial one—if the Lower Class Instruction question were brought forward. 
For the momeat—that is to say in September next—the Liberals have 
nothing to do except to be on the gui vive. It must not be forgotten 
that at the late elections it was not Liberal principles which triumphed, 
but anti-clerical ones. And Mr. Heemskerk being sly enough not to 
study so much his clerical friends, there is no reason why he should be 
replaced. The loss, because it would always be a risk for the Liberal 
party to take the Ministerial seats, for new elections might at once 
place it in a minority in the Chamber. 

The greatest dulness prevails in politics, and the only items worthy 
of attention are the letters of General Verapyck, regarding the pam- 
phlet by Mr. de Rochemont—“ Loudon and Atjeh.” The prevailing 
opinion is, that the General has succeeded pretty well in elucidating 
the reasons which caused him to ask for his dismissal; but his be- 
haviour at the extraordinary meeting of the Council of India is less ap- 
proved of. It was his duty, it is said, after having accepted the mis- 
sion, to start to Atjeh with reinforcements, to have protested moet 
energetically against stopping the expedition. Other persons, however, 
think that it would have been very difficult to act otherwise than he 
did. Of course his protest, published in the Vuderland, will not re- 
main unanswered ; and though this discussion is most interesting, it 
does not bring the Atchin question one step nearer to its solution. 
We are still in that wasp’s nest, and Heaven only knows for how long 
we may have to remain. 

The meeting of shareholders of the Dutch India Railway Company 
was held here today. The Government Commissary, Mr. Van Swie- 
ten, was present. The report which was printed some days ago, and 
of which I have given you the outlines, was considered satisfactory, 
and proved that the Company’s prospects wereimproving. The report, 
showing a net profit of £.377,893. 90, was adopted, and the dividend 
of 32 per cent. declared. Messrs. F. A. Muller, G. Obreen, and Ch. 
Sautter, were re-elected Commissaries. Mr. den Tex wished to know 
if it was the intention to ask the Government fur more concessions in 
order to extend the Company’s line. Thereupon the President read a 
correspondence between the Managers and the Government, which 
showed that steps would be taken in order to secure more concessions 
to the Company. : 

It is anything but improbable that we may be involved in a ques- 
tion with Germany similar to that of Belgium. During the last weeks 
a number of Jesuits expelled from Germany have taken refuge on our 
territory. They ere well provided with money, and have purchased 
large country seats, castles, and so on, to establish themselves. There 
is no complaint to be made against these clerical gentlemen, but I 
should think it would have been better if they had gone elsewhere, 
where they wou'd meet w:th more sympathy from the population. 

AJsrming news is published about our colony, Surinam. The Go- 
vernor and the members of the Council describe the condition of af- 
firs ag a most miserable one, and this is in great part attributable to 
our indifference towards this colony. It is quite true that large capi- 
tal has been lost by all sorts of commercial and agricultural under- 
takings, but this i a not to check our energy. 

In my last letter I told you that the volunteering for our East India 
Army was a failure. Daily, however, some Belgian and French young 
men accept the bounty, but it seems that it is not quite their intention 
of being shipped for Java, for after having pocketed the money they, 
as a rule, try to desert. 

To-morrow a meeting will be held at the Hague of the promoters of 
cremation. 

AMSTERDAM, JULY 1. 

Mr. H. A. van der Hoeven (Ultramontane) has been elected a mem- 
ber of Parliament by 2,148 votes. The Liberal candidate, Mr. Van 
Mierlo, obtained 1,164 votes. 

Mr. Jacob Dam, M.P. (Liberal) died yesterday at Neuenahr. 

The papers contain an extensive correspondence from Dillenburg 
(Nassau) about the inauguration of the tower erected in remembrance 
of Prince William “the taciturn.” 

Mr. Huet’s articles “ Dutch Policy,” published in the Dughlad van 
Ned. Indi+, have caused some sensation here. The J/aadels'Jad terms 
his theory a ‘‘ madman’s policy.” 
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Lord Clarence Paget or Vice-Admiral Sir Hastings Yelverton, G.C.B., 
will, it is rumoured, succeed Admiral Hon, Sir Henry Keppel, G.C.B., 
at Devonport, in November, when the command becomes vacant. 
During the time Sir Henry Keppel has acted as Commander-in-Chief 
his kindly disposition and interest in everything appertaining to the 
welfare of the officers under his command has made everyone look 
forward to his departure with the greatest regret. We understand that 
he is going out to India with the Prince of Wales, having been specially 
invited by his Royal Highness. 

The Army and Navy Gazette says :—The Lords of the Admiralty have 
declined to grant a pension to the widow of the late Digby Henry 
Dent, who so hervically sacrificed his own life in the act of saving that 
of one of his warders at Singapore, on the plea that he had commuted 
his half-pay prior to marriage. He certainly could not have contem- 
plated the possibility of being murdered in the discharge of his duty 
when he did so, and we trust the Admiralty will exercise their discre- 
tion, and reconsider the decision. 

Owing, it is stated, to some question of right of interference it has 
been decided that Her Majesty’s ships engaged in the suppression of 
the slave trade on the East Coast of Africa are not in future to over- 
haul any dhows in the Gulf of Aden, the limits laid down being Bab- 
el-Mandel and Cape Guardafui, within which British cruisers will now 
have no authority to act. 

General Riddell, late of the Bengal Army, died on the 24th ult. 
He went out to India as a cadet in the Honourable East India Com- 
pany’s military service in 1823, and, besides holding several important 
civil il and political, as well as purely military, appointments, served in 
the Affghanistun campaign of 1842, the Punjab campaign of 1849, and 
the Indian Mutiny campaign of 1857-8. 

Major-General Edward A. G. Muller died last week at Tulse- 
hill, aged seventy-three. He had been fifty-five years in the Army, 
having obtained his first Commission in February, 1820. His first 
active service was with the lst Royal Scots Regiment in the Burmese 
War of 1825-26.

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ALLEGED BREACH OF CHARTER-PARTY.—STANTON V. 
RICHARDSON AND OTHERS. 

This was an appeal to the House of Lords upon a case stated by the 
parties from the decision of the Exchequer Chamber, affirming the 
judgment of the Court of Common Pleas, discharging a rule nisi ob- 
‘ained by the appellant to enter verdicts for him in two cross actions 
or for new trials on the ground of misdirection. The first action was 
brought by Mr. Stanton, the appellant, as the owner of the ship Jsle of 
Wight, against Mr. Richardson and others, as charterers, to recover 
damages for the alleged breach of a charter-party, under which the 
ship was to proceed to Manila and load there or at Ilo Ilo, or at Zebu, 
a cargo of sugar in bags, hemp in compressed bales, and measurement 
goods, and thence proceed to Cork or Falmouth. The alleged breaches 
were that the charterers refused and neglected to load a complete cargo 
on board the ship and refused to pay freight. The pleas denied the 
contract and the breaches, and affirmed that the ship was not tight, 
staunch, or strong, or fit to receive or carry a cargo, and that the char- 
terers could not, although they were ready and willing to do so, safely or 
securely load on board the ship a full or any cargo, and that by reason of 
the condition of the ship they were prevented from deriving any benefit 
from the charter-party. The second action was brought by the 
charterers against the owner to recover damages for the breach of the 
game charter, the breach being that the master of the ship did not take 
all proper means to keep the vessel tight, staunch, strong, well manned, 
and sound, and in every way fitted for the voyage, and that, therefore, 
the vessel at the time of receiving the cargo was not a good risk for in- 
surance. It appeared in the trialsthat Mr. Stanton was a shipowner, 
carrying on business in London, and that the Jsle of Wight was an 
American-built vessel, classed A 1 in American Lloyd's, and was 1,253 
tons register. Mesers. Richardson were merchants, carrying on busi- 
ness at Manila, under the firm of Findlay, Richardson, and Co., and one 
of them, Mr. Francis Richardson, was also a merchant in London. The 
ship was loaded with a cargo of what is termed “ wet sugar” in bags 
at Ilo Ilo, when it was found that the pumps of the ship were not suf- 
fently powerful to keep her clear when the water in her became mixed 
with the drainage of the sugar, and the consequence was that the 
water in the hold rose and completely washed out and destroyed the two 
lower tiers of bagsof sugar, and eventually the cargo was discharged much 
damaged. The two actions were then brought upon the charter-party. 
The jury found in favour of the charterers in both actions. The owner 
of the ship ubtainced a rule nisi pursuant to leave reserved_to enter the 
verdicts in his favour, for new trials in both actions, on the ground that 
the charterer had no right to throw up the charter-party and refuse to 
load a cargo, and on the ground of misdirection on the part of the 
Judge, in telling the jury that there was a warranty on the part of the 
shipowner that the ship was fit to carry a reasonable cargo of wet 
sugar, and that there was an obligation on the part of the shipowner 
and master to have the ship in a state fit for such a cargo. The rule 
was subsequently discharged by the Court of Common Pleas, and their 
decision Was affirmed by the Exchequer Chamber. 

Their Lordships now, without calling upon the learned counsel for 
the respondents to argue the case, dismissed the appeal with costs, 
being of opinion that the damage to the sugar was caused by the unfit- 
ness of the ship, that the shipowner was bound to have kept the ship 
ina proper condition, and that the learned Judge was right in the 
directions he had given the jury on the (rial. :

THE OPIUM TRADE. 


(THE TIMES.) 

It is curious to compare the very different statements which were 
made in the same debate as to the effect of Opium on the consumer. 
It appeared sometimes asa fearful poison, destructive alike to the souls 
and bodies of those who indulged themselves in it. All, indeed, that 
we have ever heard said against alcohol was said against the powerful 
narcotic agent which takes the place of alcohol among Orientals. The 
comparison of the two was completed by the kind of defence which 
speakers on the other side set up. It was the abuse, the House was 
assured, and not the use, of Opium which was to be dreaded. Taken 
in moderation, as it generally was taken, its effects were positively 
beneficial. It was from the dens and alleys of the great cities that the 
unfavourable pictures had been drawn which were most frequently 
brought forward by travellers. For the scenes which these represen- 
ted there was no defence possible, but the experience of the country 
districts of China was wholly different from that of the towns. A 
Chinaman,’after a hard morning's work, enjoying his midday meal with 
a hearty appetite, and solacing himself afterwards with a whiff of 
Opium, just as an English labourer might take his harmless pipe of 
tobacco, and then going back to his work again none the worse for his 
indulgence—these, and such as these, were the real instances by 
which the effects of Opium must be judged, and he would be a astern 
moralist indeed who would condemn them in so mild a form. We are 
not so much concerned to strike the balance of all this conflicting evi- 
dence, because we know that, whether the drug be wholesome or 
noxious, the Chinese consumer is, as a correspondent this morning 
shows, determined to have it, and that the only question can be in 
what way he is to be supplied, and what nation is to have the profit of 
the transaction. That the Chinese Government would be glad toexclude 
foreign Opium is, no doubt, perfectly true, but it is equally certam 
that it would do so simply in the interests of its own revenue, and 
would take care to gratify the tastes of its subjects by an article of 
home growth equally capable of peraes abused. Nor is there much 
doubt which way the preference of the consumers would lie. The 
Opium which the Bengal Presidency produces is by far the beat that 
can be found anywhere, and neither China nor any other Opium-pro- 
ducing country could compete with it for one moment on anything 
equal terms. Now, it does not appear to have been urgel on Friday 
that the Opium traffic with China was to be forbidden, although many 
of the arguments used about it meant either that or nothing. The 
trade was taken as an existing fact, and, in spite of an abundance of 
true or untrue, but certainly irrelevant declamation, there was no 
present purpose of interfering with it. The point on which the House 
was asked to express an opinion was simply whether the growth of 
the Opium which we were to send to China was to be, as now, chiefly 
a Government monopoly, or was to be handed over to private cultiva- 
tors, who were to pay a tax to the Government for the privilege thus 
granted them. The question was a perfectly fair one for discussion, 
but it was hardly to be answered by a reference to the moral rules 
upon which the advocates for the change dwelt with a somewhat mis- 
placed vehemence, and which, if they were worth anything at all, 
would lead a good deal further than the conclusion for which they 
were employed, and with which they had scarcely anything to do.

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THE OPIUM DEBATE. 

IN our present issue we give a full report of the interest 
ing debate which has taken place in the House of Commons 
upon the Opium traffic, and to which we made allusion in 
our last number. Although it has not resulted in a vote 
‘which will have the effect at the present time of changing 
the action of the Indian Government in respect to the cul- 
tivation of Opium, the discussion will not prove useless, as 
it must be the means of calling attention both at home and 
in India to the subject, and will form a convenient point de 
départ for its future, and probably more practical, consider- 
ation. As we predicted when writing on the approaching 
debate in our last issue, tke difficulty which the supporters 
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which it was introduced, designed to lead to that result. 
This point was made much of by the supporters of the 
other side of the question, and it is impossible to deny that 
there was considerable force in the remarks made by Sir 
G. CAMPBELL that the only way in which the Indian Go- 
vernment could shake itself free of the Opium traffic was 
either by leaving the cultivation altogether free or pro- 
hibiting it altogether ; the latter course would not prevent 
the consumption of Opium, so long as it was cultivated in 
China, and, as to the former, it would obviously only have 
the effect of causing Indian Opium to be more largely con- 
sumed than ever. ‘He admitted, however, that it was un- 
seemly that the Government in Bengal should be directly 
concerned in the cultivation, but appeared to think that 
there were practical difficulties in the way of abolishing it. 
In the admission above named, he approached very nearly 
to the spirit of the proposer of the motion ; and it may be 
hoped that as even those who consider there are practical 
difficulties in the way of abolishing the monopoly and 
Government cultivation in Bengal admit that this cultiva- 
tion is “unseemly,” it may yet be found possible to devise 
means by which the British Government may be freed from 
the odium attaching to a direct participation in a traffic 
which has in it elements such as certainly make it undesir- 
able that the Indian Government should have any direct 
‘interest in fostering.

considerable practical force. It would be too much to ex- 
pect that the Indian Government would sacrifice its revenue 
upon Opium unless it was evident beyond dispute that that 
course would lead to practically beneficial results ; but there 
was evidently grave doubt how far any action taken by 
our Government would have the effect of putting down the 
consumption of Opium in China, and while this was unre- 
moved it could scarcely be expected that the House would 
give its support to a motion which, although it did not go 
so far as to suggest an abandonment of the revenue alto- 
gether, seemed, from the nature of the comments with 
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Professor P. L. Stmmonps, who has been so long the 
scientific referee for the department. The first consign- 
ment has been sent off of educational works, show-cases, 
scholastic fittings, instalments of the food collection show- 
ing the constituent parts, by chemical analysis, of the 
principal food products, such as beef, pork, milk, wheat, 
barley, rice, beans, peas, turnips, potatoes, beetroot, tea, 
beer, &c. A fine collection of coloured models of our 
choicest edible roots and vegetables, formed by Messrs. 
SUTTON and Sons, of Reading, and instalments of the in- 
dustrial collections in large and varied series, illustrati 
the stages of the cotton manufacture, from the raw materi 
to the finished fabrics, and all the principal commercial 
varieties of cotton, together with the manufacturing and 
industrial uses of shells, in every description of article 
made from them, such as mother o’-pearl, cameo, and all 
the various kinds of jewellery and ornamental shell-work 
now so much in vogue. Mr. SIMMONDS has done so much 
for the London Government Museums, for the Dublin 
Museum, the Technological Museum at Melbourne, and 
the principal Art and Industrial museums on the Conti- 
nent, that we are glad to find his scientific knowledge and 
commercial experience devoted to the development of 
educational progress in Japan. 
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IN our last issue we published some notes on “ Materials 
for Paper Manufacture,” in which we drew particular at- 
tention to the Uritca tenacissima or Boehmeria nivea, the 
Rhea which has been brought but recently into prominent 
notice, and we mentioned that from the fibre of this plant 
the Chinese manufacture their celebrated grass-cloth. By 
a very odd coincidence Dr. ForBEs WATSON, the Reporter 
on the Products of India, was at that time engaged in 
drawing up an official notification, stating that the SECRE- 
TARY of STATE for INDIA in Council had decided, in the 
event of a sufficient number of competitors coming forward, 
to make arrangements for a series of trials to take place in 
this country early in November next, with the object of 
ascertaining the best methods for the preparation of the 
RHEA FIBRE, from either the fresh or the dried plant, by 
mechanical, chemical, or other means. The utmost care 
will be taken to secure reliable results, and to make public 
the details connected with the experiments ; but, adds Dr. 
WATSON, it is not intended that any prize shall be awarded 
on the occasion. It is consequently to be feared that, from 
the want of a little liberality on the part of the Govern- 
ment, the otherwise good intentions of the India-office may 
be, in some measure, frustrated. 








AMONGST the telegrams received from China during the 
ng week will be found one of considerable importance. 
tis no less than that the Government have decided to 
establish Legations and Consulates in Europe. This is, 
indeed, the most portentous item ever received from 
China over the telegraphic wires, and will have a most 
important effect on our relations with that country. We 
believe that no confirmation of this has been received at 
the Foreign-office, owing to the absence of Mr. WADE from 
Peking, but we have no doubt that the appointment of a 
Commissioner to Yunnan, noticed in our telegrams, is to 
be traced to Mr. WADE's visit to Hankow. 





LorpD STANLEY of ALDERLEY intends on the 19th inst, 
to call attention in the House of Lords to the coolie traffic, 
and to ask the Secretary of State for the Colonies to state 
the result of his inquiries into the death of two cool- 
ies from flogging in Province Wellesley.

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Food ; a Lecture delivered in Shanghai. By R. A. Jameson, 
M.A., Consulting Surgeon to the Imperial Customs in 
China, and Honorary Surgeon to the Gutzlaff Hospital for 
Chinese. Shanghai: Kelly and Co. 1875. 
Dr. Jamieson has just published, in a well-printed and neatly- 
t-up pamphlet form, the instructive lecture on Food which he 
elivered at Shanghai a short time back. From the prefatory 
note with which he now introduces his lucubrations to the 
public, we learn that he does not claim any originality for his 
remarks, but his audience certainly had to thank him for a mass 
of well-digested facts. Owing to the necessarily short time at a 
lecturer’s disposal, and probably also from a fear of wearying 
his hearers, Dr. Jamieson was obliged “ to confine the discussion 
to the food consumed by human beings, and to assume on the 
of the audience a rudimentary acquaintance with the 
nomenclature of chemistry and a readiness to accept without 
demonstration the elementary facts of physiology.” The former 
of these assumptions appears to us the weakest part of the lec- 
ture, for on the strength of it Dr. Jamieson does not hesitate to 
employ many technical terms and expressions, which must bave 
been very puzzling to a non-professional audience. The first 
half of the lecture deals with the relations between food and 
fuel, and the principle upon which the dynamic value of food is 
estimated. Many, doubtless, thought this somewhat dry, and a 
trifle too learned ; but it shows that Dr. Jamieson is well ac- 
quainted with his subject, and knows how to handle it. We 
cannot follow him through all his observations, for such a course 
would necessitate our going into the matter at too great a length, 
but we content ourselves with one very brief extract which will 
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amuse, if it will not instruct, our readers, “Dr. Frankland, 
the lecturer remarks, “ from a table such as I have given above, 
and on the assumption that only four-fifths of the potential 
energy of food is lost, shows that the average amount of work 
ongn to be obtainable at the cost of 34d. per day, if the worker 
is fed on oatmeal ; for 114d. per day, if on cheese ; for ls, 3d. 
per day, if on milk, hard-boiled eggs, or loaf-sugar ; for 3s. 64d., 
if on lean beef; and for 7s. 6d., if you were to feed him on 
Bass’s ale. It ma tify you to be assured that these figures 
are obtained by ca calation: Nobody, so far as I know, has ever 
been fed exclusively on Bass’s beer, at least for purposes of scien- 
tific investigation.” | 
In the second portion of his lecture Dr. Jamieson has some 
sensible remarks to make on the subject of meat ; and he does 
ee right in disabusing his hearers of the notion that “ the 
esh of young animals, such as lambs and calves, being what we 
call more tender than that of adult animals, is more easily 
digested.” Having explained this, he points out the odd fact 
that, though pork is the most indigestible of all meats, and 
cured flesh is alsosomewhat indigestible, still bacon appears “‘ to 
be more easily assimilated than guiec Tn connection with the 
subject of meat, the question of primary importance is most 
undoubtedly its condition, whether wholesome or unwhole- 
some. “ Meat,” we are told, “may be unwholesome (1), 
because, whether the animal from which it was taken 
was or was not healthy at the time of slaughtering, the flesh 
has since undergone putrefaction. It is true that the Ame- 
rican Indians prefer their meat putrid, and so do the Green- 
landers ; and our noses are every day saluted by the odours of 
decaying fish and vegetables, which enter largely into the 
Chinese dietary. Again (2), meat may be unfit for food 
because the animal was suffering from some infectious disease at 
the time of death. [This Dr. Jamieson shows is not a dictum 
that can be unreservedly accepted as true, though it is safest to 
act up to it.] Or, lastly (3), meat may be fatally un- 
wholesome in consequence of the presence of parasites in its sub- 
stance. You have all heard of tape-worms, and I am sorry to 
say that there are a great many of them at Shanghai. They 
belong to the cestoid group, and their life-history has so direct 
a bearing on the precautions which we ought to take regarding 
our food, that I will sketch it briefly for you.” With this 
curious, and slightly unpleasant feature in the dietary of the 
residents at Shanghai, our space compels us to take leave of Dr. 
Jamieson’s interesting pamphlet, which, we trust, will meet with 
the attention it deserves at the hands of foreigners in all parts 
of China and Japan.

A. Audsley’s “ Notes on Japanese Art.” We now have received 
the first part of the splendid work on the ‘“ Keramic Art of 
Japan,” which that gentleman has undertaken, in conjunction 
with Mr. J. L. Bowes, the President of the Liverpool Art Club. 
A short time back Messrs. Audsley and Bowes invited subscrip- 
tions for this work, stating that it would contain a comprehen- 
sive introductory essay upon Japanese Art in all its various 
branches, illustrated by thirteen sticto-lithopeaphie and autotype 

lates, and numerous wood engravings printed in colours, and, 
in addition, a concise dissertation on the Keramic Productions 
of Japan, from the earliest records up to the present day, with 
sectional articles on the cad | and Porcelain of the various 

rovinces of the Empire in which manufactories exist, fully 
ulustrated by thirty-five plates, superbly printed in full colours 
and gold, and fifteen plates in autotype, the illustrations being 
all produced from original Japanese works of the greatest 
beauty, and representing the entire range of Japanese Keramic 

Art, ancient and modern. Well, indeed, have they fulfilled 

their promise in this, the first part of their magnificent work, 

though they think it necessary to apologise for the undue pro- 
portion of illustrations from objects in their own possession ; 
this slight contretemps they have been wnable to avoid, owing to 
the protracted nature of the lithographing and printing during 
the early stages of the publication. The present part contains, 
besides the dedication to H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh, Intro- 
ductory Essay on Japanese Art, pp.i to xii; Illustrations of 

Early Plates, A and B ; Keramic Art of Japan, pp. 1 to 8; five 

superb chromo-lithographic plates, and descriptions thereof ; and 

two autotype plates, also with descriptive letter. press. 

Previous to the Paris Exposition of 1867 very little was known 
in Europe on the subject of Japanese Art, and the little that was 
known was “derived from the objects imported by the Dutch 
traders, Jrom the presents given to the several Embassies that 
have visited Japan, and the articles collected and described by 
such travellers in the country as Kaempfer and Siebold,” and for 
that matter the latter did not pay very much attention to art. 
Even now no treatise has been written by any traveller on the 
subject of Japanese Art, and no one seems to have been at the 
trouble of investigating “ the arts and art thoughts” of the people. 
On this point we venture to citea few remarks from our authors’ 
introductory essay :—“ One cannot even hastily glance over the 
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wide field of Japanese Art without being struck by the loving 
appreciation of the works of nature it displays. The Japanese 
artist is indeed an ardent student of nature ; he watches her 
silent operations with keen perception, and notes her changes 
of mood and costume with loving eyes, until each detail of her 
marvellous handiwork, and each expression of her changeful 
face becomes imprinted on his mind, to be transferred to every 
work he sets his hands to do. In the animal and vegetable world 
he isever watching for expressive action, or seeking for lovely forms 
orcombinationsof colour; and whensatisfied with his research, how 
boldly and truthfully he depicts that which has pleased his artistic 
taste. Another remarkable trait . .. is his keen appreciation 
of, and intense love for, the humorous and grotesque .... He 
evinces great ingenuity in designing geometrical and other con- 
ventional devices, and in the application of them for the orna- 
mentation of surfaces of all shapes.” After going at some length 
into this portion of their subject, Messrs. Audsley and Bowes, 
in remarking that of all the methods adopted for the ornamen- 
tation of the flat surface, those in which flowers and foliage 
enter are the most beautiful and characteristic, express it as 
their decided opinion that in those respects the Japanese artist 
has no rival. e must not, however, on the present occasion 
dwell at any further length on this interesting essay, but must 
turn for a brief space to the “ Keramic Art of Japan.” The art 
of making porcelain is undoubtedly of Chinese one and was 
introduced into Japan at a very early period by Koreans who 
had learnt it from Chi 





inese experts ; one tradition, indeed, places 
the introduction of the art as far back as B.c., 27, but on this no 
reliance can be placed, and our authors think it more likely that 
the art came to Japan in the train of Buddhism in the sixth 
century. They, however, prefer to adopt for their starting 
int an epoch nearer our own times, and deem it reasonable to 
ook to the middle of the sixteenth century for the first arrival 
of Japanese Keramic Wares in Europe but,” they add, 
“unfortunately no means exist whereby we may distinguish 
works of that epoch from those of later periods.” Under all 
circumstances, Messrs. Audsley and Bowes look upon the time 
mentioned as the most satisfactory for commencing their review, 
and the only possible one for their illustrations of the Keramic 
Art of Japan. They then proceed with observations on “Old 
Japan” ware from Hizen (the earliest specimens of which are 
in the Dresden collection), and the important potteries of the 
Owari province. Next they saya few words respecting the pro- 
ductions of the provinces of Kaga, Jeetsju, and Satsuma, the 
first of which “ has long been celebrated for its wares, decorated 
in rich red and gold,” and the last for a fafence of a firm tex- 
ture and delicate creamy tint, covered with a waxy glaze more or 
less crackled.” 

As we have stated above, this part contains five beautifully 
executed chromo-lithograpbic plates, two of which represent very 
fine specimens of Kaga ware, two again a splendid vase and op- 
ary; of Satsuma fajence, and the fifth a large oblong placque 
of Owari porcelain, elaborately painted in blue. The two auto- 
type plates respectively represent several specimens of Kaga 
ware and Satsuma faience, and so well are they executed that 
the different objects appear to stand out from the paper. We 
oy here remark that in Part IT. will be issued the plates of 
Old Hizen Porcelain, selected from the Imperial Keramic Col- 
lection at Dresden. 

Whether considered as a whole, or taken in detail, we feel no 
hesitation in saying that the instalment of Messrs. Audsley and 
Bowes’s work, which is now before us, is in all respects magni- 
ficently produced. In the seven parts to which they limit them- 
selves they will be able to do full justice to the task which they 
have undertaken,—a task which is with them evidently a labour 
of love. Their great object, of course, is to give examples of all 
the most rare and beautiful specimens of Japanese Keramic Art 
to be found in this country. This being the case, we note with 
surprise the absence of the names of Sir Rutherford Alcock and 
Mr. W. J. Alt from the list of persons who have allowed the 
authors to make use of their specimens for the purpose of illus- 
trating their work, as it is our impression that the collections of 
those two gentlemen are the best in England. No doubt, how- 
ever, as they proceed with their undertaking, Messrs. Andsley 
and Bowes will find out these ; at any rate, it is to be hoped they 
may, 80 as to render their work more complete.

ne eon In the “advertisement ” prefixed to this pamphlet 
the Baron notifies the Inspectorate-General of Maritime Cus- 
toms that unless its shortcomings, real or supposed, be promptly 
put to rights, they will be embalmed in “a larger work now 
preparing for the press,” and handed down to posterity as a 
warning to such like institutions in the future. e hope that 
the Inspector-General, or, at any rate, that one of his Cabinet 
Ministers who is entrusted with the seals of the Statistical De- 
partment, has taken the Baron’s criticisms and strictures in the 

roper spirit, and has already begun to set his house in order. 

o speak more seriously, Baron von Gumpach claims tc have 
treated his subject throughout in a spirit of fairness, and he 
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roundly asserts that “the reader will meet with no statement 
that is not fully and in the strictest sense borne out by the facts 
of the case.” We have neither space nor inclination for a detailed 
examination of the merits and demerits of the Baron’s case, but 
if his remarks on Mr. Hart’s official designation are to be taken 
as a criterion of the “spirit of fairness, &c.,” in which he de- 
clares he has written, he had far better not have sent his MS. 
to the printer. It is idle quibbling to say that “there exists 
no such office as that of ‘Inspector-General of Customs’ in 
China.” Mr. Hart’s short title in Chinese is Tsung shui wu ssu, 
and if they may not be translated into English as “ Inspector- 
General of Customs” with as much propriety as “Consul- 
General” is rendered by Tsung ling shth kuan in Chinese, it 
seems rather odd that some carping Chinese critic has not called 
attention to the fact. If the subject be approached in this 
manner, it is easy enough to pick holes in any official publica- 
tion like the Chinese Customs’ Returns of Trade, our own Blue- 
books included, but we may reasonably ask, cuz bono ? 


The July number of Zemple Bar contains a long and by no 
means uninteresting paper, by an anonymous contributor, en- 
titled “A Month ina Japanese Farm-house.” It would, how- 
ever, have been far pleasanter reading had the writer only been 
less diffuse and less flowery in his descriptions. The article 
does not refer to experiences of a very recent date, for we are 
told, in the course of the journey to the farm-house, that about a 
year before Mr. Richardson was brutally murdered on the To- 
kaido. This reflection, which comes up ina rather promiscuous 
manner, gives rise to an unnecessary account of that sad affair. 
One of the best portions of the paper is that on “Baths.” “In 
Japan,” the writer says, “ even in the lowliest inns, the traveller’s 
request for a bath is never met with that stare of blank asto- 
nishment which often attends the demand in our own and every 
other European country. I know in Ireland once I asked fora 
bath, and they brought mea bread-pan ; and on another occasion, 
in France, I could get no nearer the article than a horse-trough; 
while in England and Germany the request has more than onoe 
led to a serious breach of the peace between myself and the land- 
lord.” Then follows a description of the modus operandi in 
Ja Considerably less than half the paper is devoted to the 
doings of the writer during his month at the farm-house ; and 
though we fancy he is not particularly well conversant with the 
existing state of things in Japan, we are glad that the short so- 
journ in the quiet Japanese village transformed him “from a 











weak, e invalid, trembling between life and death, into a 
robust, hale man.” 

Translation of a Chinese Letter. . . . Theinterpreter who 
was sent to Yunnan with his servants of the Inner d, had 


all reached a place on the frontier of Burmah, by name Méng- 
tien (Manwyne), under the jurisdiction of the savages (shéng 
fan), when they were cruelly murdered by these savages, for 
what reason your Phare er brother knows not. The Tsung-li 
Yamén will assuredly take most stringent measures to trace out 
and punish the guilty parties ; but as yet it is not known at 
whose instigation the deed was done. Truly it is very heart- 
rending, so lynx and tiger-like. Your younger brother thinks 
that with the Formosan difficulty as a warning, and considering 
the difference between your honourable country and Japan, the 
Yamén will not dare to slur over the matter, and thus offend 
all Western nations. On the other hand, the difficulties of 
position are much greater in the case of the Yunnan affair, 
though if we could act in concert with troops from India, it 
would be comparatively easy to bring the thing to a conclusion.

THE OPIUM DEBATE. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Srr,—I was in the gallery of the House of Commons last Fri- 
day during the debate on Mr. Mark Stewart's motion for the 
ual withdrawment of the Indian Government from the cul- 
tivation and manufacture of Opium. I was interested by much 
that was said on both sides, and hope you will allow me in your 
columns to offer some remarks on various statements which were 


e. 

I. The supporters of the motion all assumed that this country 
had violently overborne the remonstrances of the Chinese Govern- 
ment against the introduction of Opium among its subjecta. I 
believe they were substantially correct in their averments, and 
nothing of any real weight was advanced to the contrary. Sir 
George Balfour, however, endeavoured to weaken the case of his 
opponents by asserting that the Chinese Government had never 
been sincere in its opposition to Opium, and referred in proof of 
this to certain Parliamentary papers which he held in his hand, 
proving, as he said, that the Chinese Commissioners who nego- 
tiated the Treaty of Nanking had said to Sir Henry Pottinger that 
if $3,000,000 (per annum) were guaranteed to their Government, 
the trade in Opium would be legalised. The statement sur- 
prised me, and it was unjustified by the documents on which it 
was based. At the conference for the settlement of the articles 
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of the Treaty, when our Plenipotentiary wished to speak on the 
ium question, the Chinese Commissioners unanimously de- 
clined entering on the subject. Being told, however, that he 
introduced it merely asa topic of private conversation, the 
evinced much interest, and heard all that he had to say, whic 
was not without force, and was to the effect that, considering all 
the difficulties of the case, the legalisation of the trade was the 
most expedient course. One of the Assistant Commissioners, 
Hwang Ta-jin, having brooded over Sir Henry’s exposition, 
made the proposal to which Sir G. Balfour referred at a 
meeting with Mr. Morrison, our Plenipotentiary’s secretary and 
interpreter, several months afterwards. He made it as his own 
suggestion, though I think it likely that the other Commissioners 
had come to concur with him in opinion as to its being advisable. 
He said that in making it he was incurring a great risk, which, 
however, believing the thing to be for the benefit of both countries, 
he was ie to incur, “though his life might be the sacri- 
fice.” There was no authority, then, in 1843, from the Emperor 
to submit such a proposal, and when, the following year, it was 
brought before him, he gave his memorable decision :—J¢ 78 true 
I cannot prevent the introduction of the flowing poison ; gain-seek- 
ing and corrupt men will for profit and peuauality defeat my wishes; 
but nothing will induce me to derive a revenue fron the vice and 
masery of my people. It was not fair in SirG. Balfour to make 
the use of. Hwang Ta-jin’s suggestion which he did. The sin- 
eerity of the Chinese Government in its opposition to the intro- 
duction of a ger among its subjects ought not to be called in 
estion. believe that Prince Kung, and the members of 
Foreign-office in Peking generally, are now as sincere in their 
opposition to it. Some of them may have hinted at the plan to 
which some of the speakers in the debate referred, of authorising 
the cultivation of the poppy throughout China. This has not 
yet beendone. The hint was thrown out as athreat. If the step 
should be taken, while the Indian revenue would be immensely 
diminished by it, the condition of China would become much 
worse even than it now is. 

IL I hadsome sympathy with Sir G. Balfour when he went 
on to protest against our first war with China being styled “an 
Opium war ;” contending that it was in avengement of the con- 
fmement in Canton—incarceration would hardly be too strong 
a term—of our representative and merchants in Canton. In 
all this he was partly right and partly wrong, just as the advo- 
cates of the motion were partly right and partly wrong in the 
name they gave to the war. It was the product of two factors. 
One was the smuggling of Opium from India into China by our 
merchants ; the other was the arrogance of the Chinese Govern- 
ment ip = the supremacy of its Fmperor and officers over 
our Sovereign and officers, and refusing to be approached by the 
representative of any foreign Power excepting in the way of 
“petition” and on bended knees. Of these two factors the 
first war was the result. Certainly, the Opium smuggling was 
not less condemnable in the court of humanity than the Chinese 
arrogance. Whether war could have been averted in the long 
run, had there been no such provocation as the smuggling, we 
cannot tell. That, no doubt, accelerated its coming, and gave it 
an odious aspect in the eyes of other nations. Even Sir Henry 
gay in the postscript to a memorial which he addressed 
to the Emperor on occasion of the exchange of the ratifications 
of the Treaty, did not hesitate to say that the immediate cause 
of the war that sprang up between China and England was the 
trade in Opium. It seems to me important that the origin of 
the first war with China, as I have briefly indicated it, should 
be understood. Exaggerated and incomplete statements about 
it only do harm to the case in whose bebalf they are made. 

III. A third assertion of Sir G. Balfour is hardly worth 


adverting to. He said that the poppy was grown and Opium ° 


made from it thirty years ago to nearly as great an extent as 
now. I believe I should be within the mark in saying that ten 
times the quantity of Opium is manufactured in China now, as 
sy saat with what was made in 1840. And this is one of the 
saddest features in the Opium question at the present time. 
How with this fact before us the use of the drug is to be com- 
bated is a most difficult problem. I deplore the result of last 
Friday’s debate. The Chinese Government might, not to say 
would, still rouse itself to enforce the law against the growth of 
the poppy in its dominions if the British Government would 
ountenance, instead of fostering the growth of it in India. 
Mr. Mark Stewart’s resolution indica a step in the right 
direction. The cordial adoption of it by the House of Com- 
mons would have cheered the heart of every patriotic Chinese, 
—and there are millions of such ; and would, moreover, have 
done much to set this country right in the judgment of other 
nations. I have mourned, as a missionary, because of the obsta- 
cles presented by Opium to the progress of Christianity in 
China ; [ have been wounded to the quick by what I es 
heard Americans, Germans, and men of other nationalities, 
say about Great Britain, in connection with the trade and its 
history. I should be sorry to think that there are many Indian 
statesmen who are prepared to say, with Sir George Campbell, 
that the present monopoly of the production and sale of Opium 
in our Indian territories affords a happy “ reconciliation of the 
services of God and mammon. “It is a pity he used such 
words.—I am, &c., JAMES LEGGE, 
London, June 28, 1875. 
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THE OPIUM TRADE. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—The debate on the Opium trafic in the House of Com- 
mons on Friday last appears to have been, on the whole, an able 
one, as the speakers on both sides kept, with few exceptions, to 
the subject before them, namely, the Government monopoly in 
India ; and the arguments amounted on the one side to the 
assertion that the Opium revenue, as at present raised, is an 
absolute necessity ; while on the other side the demoralisin 
influence of the drug, Loth in China and India, was urged wi 
ability, but in vain. 

It is pretty certain that until some terrible pressure of a pro- 
vidential nature shall arouse the Indian Government to abandon 
the Opium monopoly, things will go on just as they are. Mean- 
while, the attempt to cover over the plea of necessity in India 
by denying the existence of the evil in China will not bear in- 
spection. Public opinion in China condemns Opium smoking as 
a vice, and the native Christian Churches exclude Opium 
smokers from their communion. Such being the case, to put 
Opium in China on a par with beer or tobacco in England is to 
show entire ignorance of the real evil of Opium smoking. It is 
‘capa that the native grown Opium in Western China ma 

smoked there with comparative impunity, as it ia mu 
milder than the Indian drug, but the former is used chiefly for 
mixing with the foreign article. 

The fact is, that this tremendous evil is utterly beyond the 
control of politicians, or even philanthropists. ot ing but 
the divine power of Christian life can cope with it, and though 
this process may be slow, it is sure. Christian missions alone 
can deal with the Opium traffic, now that it has attained such 
gigantic dimensions, and the despised missionaries are solving a 
problem which to statesmen is insoluble. Those, therefore, w 
recognise the evils of Opium smoking will most effectually stay 
the plague by supporting Christian Protestant Missions in China.

THE TEA TRADE: PURCHASES IN CHINA. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

S1n,—Having a long acquaintance with China, I have watched, with 
much interest, the transactions in new teas that have just now been 
entered upon in that country. Briefly, these may be described as fol- 
lows :—The Hankow market has been opened, and in ten days six 
steamers have been despatched with sixteen million pounds of new tea. 
Prices have been about the same as last year. In Foochow the market 
has been opened at three taels higher than last year. 

The allusion to prices in Hankow is somewhat vague, because, to 
form a proper opinion as to cost, we want to know how many chests 
have cost over 2s., and how-many under that price out of the 170,000 
chests. But, judging from former years, we may expect that they are 
in about the following proportions :—

showing an average loss of about 4d. per lb. This opinion is based 
upon present prices. Now the comments that I have heard made upon 
this news are generally couched in a tone of regret and condemnation. 
For it is said that these prices are quite unwarranted by the state of 
the trade and the prices now ruling in London. 

But this appears to me to be but a superficial view of the matter ; 
and those who hold it seem entirely to forget that the operators have 
very great experience to guide them, must be much better acquainted 
with their own business than their critics can possibly be, and that (as 
is well known) in calm sound judgment and cautious attention to the 
proper principles of conducting business they will compare favourabl 
with any other body of men that can be found elsewhere. It would, 
perhaps, be an invidious comparison to do more than allude to the late 
lamented failures, and the disclosures that they reveal of the state of 
trade even in this great city itself, which has been so well characterised 
as the heart of the commercial world. ; 

In the first place, it must be borne in mind that the crop is un- 
doubtedly short. It is true that we have no exact or detailed informa- 
tion on this important point, but we may certainly safely assume it. 
For doubtless the able and experienced men who conduct business ia 
China would never have given prices which clearly show a loss of 8d. 
to 4d. per lb. on present rates (and with full supplies most probably 
more) had they not clearly foreseen a very considerable deficiency im 
shipments. And their antecedents are a demonstrative proof of this, 

It is true that shipments, so far, are quite as large as in former 
years, but this only shows the far-reaching astuteness of ship- 
pers who wisely purchase before the scarcity of tea becomes 80 

pable to everybody as to enhance prices to a dangerous degree, 
This, I believe, to be the correct explanation of the telegraphic news. 
Of course it may pussibly happen that shippers have forgotten their 
former prudence, and that, though the crop is a short one, yet prices 
are too high for safety ; but this very unlikely change in their conduct 
must be occasioned by some profound cause ; and the only possible 
one that can be assigned is the desire to stimulate production, thus 
philanthropically sacrificing their own worldly interests, that we in 
England may have a sufficient supply of tea to keep down prices to a 
low level; and fur this they would surely deserve commendation 


rather than censure. 
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But, as I shall show, the supply will not be so stimaulated ; and they 
are far too astute to be ignorant of this, or to be led away to act in sv 
Quixotic a manner ; we may therefore at once disiniss this somewhat

Allow to the argument its full force, it must be remembered that the 
production of tea depends upon season, weather, &c. ; in fact, upon all 
the causes that affect every vegetable production. Now (as we have 
seen) that it is an established fact, that, from whatever cause, the pro- 
duction is this season deficient, it is clear that the stimulating effect of 
high prices will be inoperative, simply from having nothing to work 
upon. 

On a review of the whole subject I very much fear that we shall find 
that there will be so great a falling off in the supply from China as to 
cause a considerable advance in the price to the consumer; and it 
seems therefore a pity that Sir Stafford Northcote should not have been 
able to see his way altogether to abolish the tax upon an article which 
has now become almost a necessary of life, and thereby counteract the 
danger apprehended, and assist the advent of the cheap breakfast table, 
which has been so long advocated by our most enlightened statesmen. 

I am glad to observe that there is likely to be a larger importation 
of Indian tea, which will to a small extent supply the deficiency. 
I may as well add another hopeful item, to complete my view of the 
subject. The losses of tea cargoes have been very numerous during 
the past few years ; and as, of course, this will certainly cause greater 
care to be taken in the loading and management of vessels, we may 
expect that there will be less to deduct from the supply on this 
account.— Yours faithfully, OLp CHINa.

THE CHINESE AND HOW WE TREAT THEM. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Srr,—At the present remarkable time in our intercourse with China, 
when she seems being provoked to jealousy by the progress of her inferior 
neighbour, Japan—when she is rubbing her eyes in order to see clearly 
what is needed to put her on an equal footing with Western nations— 
when her messengers are in England studying the operations connected 
with our coal mines, in order to open up the long-closed treasures of 
the Flowery Land—when Chinamen are to become our sailors, and 
perhaps our domestic sei vants—when Western learning is to be intro- 
duced into China, and a Professorship of Chinese established at Oxford 
—in short, when there is a growing interest among scientific, com- 
mercial, and philanthropic men in the rising importance of the Celestial 
Empire—it seems an imperative duty to consider what is most needed, 
what morecan bedone torenderour relations with the Chinese thoroughly 
satisfactory ? In directing thoughtful attention to this great question all 
who can should help. In helping, each should as far as possible take a 
comprehensive view of all the circumstances of the case. It may be 
natural, but it is not safe fur representatives of Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment, of the Royal Navy, of the Imperial Customs, of the Press, Chinese 
and English, and of missionary societies, to study the salvation of the 
country from a private or self-interested point of view. Maudlin friends 
must not argue that the Chinese, abstaining from strong drink, are better 
than our own countrymen, or that atleast it only needs thedesirable object 
of suppressing the nefarious Opium traffic once gained to secure the sal- 
vation of the Empire, and that in fact the reformation of a third of the 
human family is an easy matter ; nor, on the other hand, must open 
foes, whether suffering from Chinese smartness, or forgetting the in- 
junction “ Freely ye have received, freely give,” take a position of im- 
‘placable hostility against the natives. We need, first of all, to under- 
stand the people better. Decided oppositicn was manifested the other 
evening by speakers in the House of Commons, to judging of the state 
.of things in India merely according to our English ideas; the same ob- 
jection holds good in regard to China. The Englishman goes out to 
China with very little concern to fit himself for intercourse with the 
people ; he is fullof the thoughts and feelings peculiar to his own 
country, and does nut pause to consider whether it is possible that 
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willing to ruin their constitution and cut off hope of offspring by 
| Opium? Having many personal friends amongst the Chinese, and 
being considerably interested in the progress of the whole people 
—I should welcome any answer to such questions; so far as I 
can see, the answer is not to be found in the “ force,” how- 
ever valuable that may be, which our Government brings to 
bear on the natives to secure the fulfilment of the Treaty. We car 
not force men to become truly upright in their dealings. Our com- 
merce, again, indicates no influence superior to that which already ac- 
| tuates the Chinaman—regard for money-making. The trustworthiness 
of foreigners, in consideration uf which they are placed in responsible 
positions in the Imperial Customs, impossible to the cheating native, is 
' surely calculated to teach a lesson ! ‘he admiration of our British rule 
‘in the Straits Settlements, awakened in Chinamen, who have ex- 
' perienced the benefits of it, and make it known throughout the coun- 
try on their return, naturally inclines the people to us, and leads them 
‘ to long for such just Government as we enjoy ; while the honourable 
and upright characters, combined with highmindedness and intelligence, 
of some of our fellow countrymen are always appreciated by every ob- 
serving native. Still, all these beneficient influences are circumscribed, 
and to weaken their influence is the baleful effect of our Opium- 
traffic, in the mind both of those who are injured, and of those 
who see their fellow countrymen injured. Hundreds of times, when 
conversing with the natives concerning our being their well-wishers, 
have I been met with the objection, that in view of our self 
interest, we were trying to injure them—to poison them by the 
Opium! How, then, can we counteract this ill-fame, and convince 
them that we are not merely selfish men sinking down to their 
level, in one point at least, viz., by carrying on our trade and commerce 
simply with the desire of enriching ourselves at their expense? Per- 
hapa we may find an answer by searching for the most potent influence 
for developing true morality in our own country. What is this, if not 
Christianity, showing itself in a variety of institutions for reducing 
depravity, and obviating that consequent misery which makes the 
sufferers parasites on Society? It would seem, then, that from policy 
(not to speak of the benerolence for which our country is famous) 
we should endeavour to impart to the Chinese those same enrich- 
ing and ennobling influences of wisdom and goodness which have 
made our country what it is. We should encourage and seek to 
promote all sincere and intelligent efforts, to instruct the mind 
and purify the heart of the Chinese people—the people, because, 
in the present state of feeling towards foreigners of the gentry and 
ruling classes it can hardly be expected that instruction coming from 
us will work so effectually downwards as upwards. In this way poli- 
tical complications are avoided, according to the desire felt and acted 
on by Protestants. I will only add that my experience in China leads 
to the conclusion that the representatives of Christian churches in this 
country are in no small degree successful in making Chinamen better 
men,—more enlightened, less prejudiced—willing to employ their 
money, to pay for the mental and moral instruction given by native 
teachers trained in the mission schools—willing to give up their de- 
grading superstitions, and to learn to speak the truth ; and, I repeat, all 
such work should be encouraged from policy, if from no higher motive. 
—Wishing that your valuable paper may be more thoroughly appre-

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BURMAH AND CHINA. 


(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

It becomes a serious question what ought to be done. So far, appa- 
rently, there has simply been a demand on the part of Her Majesty's 
Government for inquiry, and the issue of a Commission to take evi- 
dence on the spot. It was probably necessary to do so before making 
specific demands for satisfaction. At first it seemed doubtful whether 
in this initiatory proceeding we had been careful that the character of 
the Commission should mark the gravity of the subject-matter. The 
Chinese official appvinted to accompany the British miuister’s two dele- 
gates was a man so destitute of rank or position as to suggest the in- 
ference that he was sent as a kind of courier. All mistrust on this 
head is now dissipated by the appointment of a high and responsible 
official to represent the Emperor of China on the Commission. Both 

| the Foreign Office and Her Majesty’s Minister at Peking are fully alive 
| to the importance of this matter, and all due care has been taken to 
secure inquiry in good faith, and prompt satisfaction thereafter. In- 
deed, the telegraphic notice that has now reached us, of the agreement 
entered into by Sir Douglas Forsyth with the King of Burmah, seems 
to indicate an intention on the part of the British Government to ob- 
tain, as ultimate satisfaction, direct access to Western China from Bri- 
tish territory in Burmah. ‘The King's agreement to allow the passage 
of British troops through his duminions at any time puints that way 
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A foul act of treachery and murder has been committed, an attack 
has been made on British envoys and their escort under a safe pass in 
time of peace, and the demand for redress should include free access 
into the Chinese province of Yunnan. No doubt the punishment of 
the responsible agents and the actual perpetrators of the outrage 
will form a first condition. But here it is to be hoped that 
the British Government will cease to follow a series of bad 
prececents, and decline to be satisfied with blood-money for 
the life of a British subject. It may be right that a money 
compensation should be made to the family of Mr. Margary ; if so, 
let it be paid by the British Government, in whose service he fell ; but 
do not let the nation lay itself open to the contempt of an Asiatic 
a by accepting money for life treacherously taken by official order. 

ere are other ways—and better ways—of making the Chinese under- 
stand that they cannot be allowed to indulge in acts of bad faith, 
involving the lives of British officers and insult to their flag. It 
may cost us some display of force to obtain all that we may rightly 
exact ; but we had better accept this alternative than lower our- 
selves in the eyes of an arrogant and treacherous Government, who 
not unnaturally take their estimate of the value of a foreigner’s 
life, or the power of a foreign State to command respect, from such 
occasions as that with which we are now dealing. It would be an utter 
mistake, probably a dangerous mistake, to allow the Chinese Government 
to make its peace by any satisfaction short of the surrender to justice of 
the perpetrators of the murder ; the absolute disgrace of the Governor of 
Momein and his delegates in command of the attacking force ; and the 
total removal of all impediments onjthe Chinese frontiers of Yunnan 
to the passage of our traders and their merchandise. To accept less 
would be to lay the foundation for renewed injuries and future war. 
It is time the Chinese should learn that their desperate efforts to close 
their vast inland frontiers to trade can no longer be persevered in. 
Russia, along its 2,000 miles of conterminous frontier on the north, 
has long ceased to submit to such exclusion ; and neither Great Bri- 
tain nor France can be kept out from the south-western borders, to 
which their territories are almost contiguous. The French already, by 
the Sankoi River, recently discovered and navigated, have gained ac- 
cess to the province of Yunnan ; and the British must equally be ad- 
mitted across the Shan Hills, or whichever may prove the most direct 
trade route from their own territories in Burmah. The time has come 
to insist on this. 

(DAILY NEWS.) 

The intelligence from Burmah contained in telegrams from Allaha- 
bad is unfavourable. The statement of a previous telegram that the 
King had promised to permit the passage of British troops through his 
territory is now contradicted. In noting this announcement upon its 
first appearance we were the first to point out that it formed no part 
of the official intelligence from Simla which was published simultane- 
ously with it. It is now stated that the King absolutely refuses to 
permit the passage of troops through his dominions, and that Sir 
Douglas Forsyth consequently has returned to Rangoon. We must 
not be surprised at the difficulties our Envoy has encountered. It 
was easy enough for the King to give “ explanations” concerning his 
reception of the Chinese General, Leeseetahi, and to disclaim all com- 
plicity in the attack upon Colonel Browne’s expedition, but he is now 
called to make a choice which will determine the future relations in 
which he will stand on the one side to the British Govern- 
ment, and on the other to that of China. Since the last war between 
Burmah and this country the Chinese Government has conducted 
military operations in his neighbourhood with a considerable degree of 
success, and reduced provinces which had been independent of it 
for twenty years. This consideration, joined to his own views of 
self-interest, probably weighs with him, and it is believed that the 
Chinese Government has done its utmost to induce him to refuse Sir 
Douglas Forsyth’s request. It would, however, be premature to spe- 
culate upon the future. Sir Douglas Forsyth’s return to Rangoon 
suggests that the negotiations have been broken off ; but they may be 
renewed before the season arrives fur bringing military pressure to bear 
upon the Burmese Government ; and perhaps when the Chinese per- 
ceive that we are determined to gain access to their Western provinces 
they may give reasonable counsel to their ally. 





Monetary and Commercial. 





We regret to announce the failure of Messrs. Gregson and 
Co., one of the oldest firms in the India and China trade. The 
liabilities on acceptances, &c., are trifling, and for many vears 
their business has been very contracted. Sir William Baynes, 
a director of the Oriental Bank, left the firm last year. 


We have also to announce the stoppage of Messrs. Kilburn, 
Kershaw and Co., a firm actively and extensively engaged in 
the silk trade. The partners have enjoyed a high character for 
many years, and their failure must be attributed to the system 
of advances to principals who are unable to make good the 
losses incurred of late on silk. The liabilities are computed at 
£500,000. The partners were Messrs. W. Kershaw and H. W. 
Kilburn, and there was no connection with the firms of Schoene 
Kilburn and Co, nor E. D. Kilburn and Co. Subjoined is the 
formal announcement of the suspension :— 

We regret having to announce to you the suspension of Measrs. Kil- 
burn, Kershaw, and Co., of No. 28, St. Mary-axe, silk and piece goods 
brokers. They have placed their books in the hands of Messrs. Turquand, 
Youngs, and Co., who will at once prepare a statement of their affairs. 
—With reference to the suspension it ia our duty to announce that 
the only connection between such firm and that of Messrs. KE. D. Kil- 


burn and Co., who carry on business at the same premises as 
‘ 
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East India merchants, is one of relationship between some of the 
partners in the respective firms. The business engagements of Messrs. 
E. D. Kilburn and Co. are entirely distinct, and in no way affected by 
this suspension.— Yours obediently, LatTey and Hart. 

A circular has been issued announcing the failure of Messrs. 
Edmund Jones and Co., East India sae Pee of King William- 
street, consequent on the failure of Messrs. Collie and Co. The 
liabilities are estimated at £120,000, and the assets are consider- 
able, but their value has not yet been ascertained. The firm had 
extensive trade connections with Burmah and China. 


The suspension of Messrs. Da Costa, Raalte, and Co., mer- 
chants, of London and Manchester, is also announced. The firm 
had correspondents at Alexandria, and is understood to have 
failed through giving too much of its attention to Egyptian 
eee and other speculative business, which has not turned out 
well. 


In reference to the failure of Messrs. Kilburn, Kershaw? 
and Co. we have received the following circular :— 

I beg to inform you that I have this day established myself as an 
East India Broker. I have had twenty-three years’ experience in the 
Raw Silk and Silk Piece Goods trades, and have for the last fifteen years 
acted as Silk Inspector to the late firm of Kilburn, Kershaw, and Co. 
I venture therefore to hope that I may receive your kind support.

A list of the principal creditors of Messrs. R. Bensonand Co. is 
given in thestatement presented to theCourt of Bankruptcy. The 
total liabilities, secured and unsecured, are reckoned at £750,000, 
and the chief creditors are: S. Mendel, Manchester, £55,259 ; 
H. and D. Anderson and Co., £46,124 ; Aberdare Iron Company, 
£17,222 ; Alexanders, Cunliffe, and Co., £15,429 ; Dod, Kerr, 
and Co., £15,094 ; D. Stewart and Co., Liverpool, £8,000 ; and 
J. and A. Leigh, Preston, £9,500. The others are very nume- 
rous, but for smaller amounts, and are chiefly in Manchester, Bir- 
mingham, Sheffield, Liverpool, and Staffordshire. It is stated 
that the above list does not give a correct impression of the 
nature of the liabilities. The sums stated are, in many cases, 
only indirect liabilities to discount houses on acceptances by 
banks and high-class firms, the whole of which will run off by 
payment at maturity in regular course. 

At the annual meeting of the Ceylon Company aga the 
directors’ report, which was agreed to, stated that the available 
balance after payment of the interim dividend in December last 
was only £7,338, out of which a dividend was declared at the 
rate of 3 per cent. per annum, free of income,-tax, leaving £1,570 
to be carried forward. 

The profit and loss account of the Jorehaut Tea Company 
(Limited) for 1874 shows a credit balance of £18,345, equivalent 
to a net profit of £21 18s. on the paid-up capital. To this was 
added £6,092, brought from the previous account, making in all 
£24,437 available for division. Out of this a dividend of 10 per 
cent. was paid in January last, and it is now proposed to pay a 
further dividend of 12 per cent., making 22 per cent. for the year. 

The directors of the Moyar Coffee Company have declared a 
dividend of 12 per cent. for the year ended the 31s! of March last. 

The official liquidators of the London, Bombay, and Mediter- 
ranean Bank (Limited) have, with the sanction of Vice-Chan- 
cellor Hall, declared a seventh dividend of 1s. in the pound 
(making 8s. 6d. in the pound). 

Mr. McLean has resumed charge of the London Branch of 
the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank. Mr. Jackson, lately act-

‘A circular has been issued, announcing the liquidation of the 
firm of Sam Mendel, of Manchester, and that the business will 
be carried on in conjunction with that of Messrs. John Siltzer 
and Co. 

The deliveries of tea from the bonded warehouses in London 
during the week ended the 26th ult. amounted to 3,015,097 Ib., 
of which 1,907,054 lb. was for home consumption, 587,041 lb. 
was removed coastwise, 461,946 lb. was exported, 53,725 lb. was 
removed coastwise for export, and 5,331 lb. was for ships’ stores. 
The duty received was £47,676, or 7 per cent. less than in the 
previous week. 

The Times prints the subjoined remarks upon the position of 
the Silk trade :— 

The peculiarly depressed position of the silk trade has special in- 
terest at the present moment. Throwing a glance over the average 
prices ruling at this period of the past four years, we find that the 
quotations for the current qualities of East Indian descriptions are now 
less than one-half what they were on the lst of July, 1872, over 40 per 
cent. less than those of 1873, and about 20 per cent. less than those 
of last year ; while in Chinese and Japanese sorts the diminution is 
not quite so marked as compared with last year, but about 30 per cent. 
less than in 1872 and 25 per cent. below the prices of 1873. Although 
lately signs were apparent of a revival so far as the manufacturing dis- 
tricts are concerned, and a pretty good demand existed fur the lower 
classes of the raw material, it is patent that it arose more from 
the reduced prices ruling than from any general improvement, 
and recent events show that the losses sustained by importers 
have been large and continual. The imports of raw silk, ac- 
cording to the Board of Trade returns, were for the first five 
months of the present year 1,586,316 Ib. from all countries, against 
1,872,250 lb. and 1,992,612 1b. in the corresponding periods in 1874 and 
1873 respectively, thus showing a diminution in quantity of 16 per 
cent. a3 compared with last year, and 27 per cent. as compared 
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with 1878, while the declared value has been 34 per cent. less 
than that of 1874, and 44 per cent. less than that of 1873. These 
facts, added to the continued steady advance in the value of the 
mannfactures of silk imported, which have increased during the present 
year about 14 per cent., go far to prove the wisdom of the course pur- 
sued by those firms who have of late curtailed their business relations 
in this department of trade with the East. Not only in silk, but in 
tea, is it asserted that ruinous losses have been encountered, and the 
depreciation in various qualities of tea has been sufficient of itself en- 
tirely to absorb the profit which may have arisen from other sources. 

The amount of bullion per P. and O. steamer Mirzapore, from 
Southampton on the lst inst., was—in gold, to Galle, £66; in 
silver, £74,300 ; to Penang, £3,935 ; to Singapore, £68,400 ; 
total in gold, £66 ; in silver, £146,635. 

The market for Bar Silver became somewhat weaker when the 
recent arrivals came to hand, and 552d. per oz. standard was the 
price realised for them ; at this rate a Continental demand was 
strong enough to clear off all amounts offering. Mexican Dollars 
to the amount of £80,000 have been sold at 54 5-16d. per oz.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 


—— 


Extreme quietude has been again the pervading feature of 
the Produce Markets. The business done in all articles—with 
the exception of Coffee, which has been, comparatively, fairly 
active—has been on an extremely limited scale, and wholly in- 
sufficient to test values. 

TEA. 

The stock of Tea in bond on 30th ult. was 50,000,000 lbs., bein 
5,000,000 lbs. less than the estimate given in the issue of Feb. 15, an 
under ordinary conditions this satisfactory statistical position, the 
smallest figures for very many years, would have afforded a brilliant 
reception to the new season’s country Congous, had shipments been 
sent forward with some regard to the requirements, and at a range of 
prices to encourage buyers to act with confidence. As the position 
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now stands, the prospects cannot be even hopeful to importers, of 
whom there appear to be more outsiders on the acene than for some 
seasons past, if reports are correct, of Germans being large operators, 
who know but little of home trade requirements, and alzo a syndicate, 
comprising wholesale dealers who, when the “weight note” agitation 
existed, sent large orders to China, apparently fearing a searcity ; but 
the producing power of the Chinese has been eo much encouraged 
during the past few years that there need be no alarm of a short supply 
for the Season 1875-76, especially during a continuance of the high 
range of prices ruling in China. 


Further heavy supplies of Canton teas are at hand, and doubtless 
this accounts for the decline in Scented Caper of another 4d. per Ib. 
during the past week, the shipments of this class alone from Canton 
being reported at over 1,750,000 lbs., and though the home consump- 
tion continues highly satisfactory, the stock on 30th June showed un- 
favourably, being 3,400,000 lbs., or five months supplies with unpre- 
cedented heavy shipments of, new leaf afloat. Green Tea sells at 
ruinously low prices, and it is not too late for buyers in China to desist 
operating until something definite is learnt as to the new Adulteration 
Act. Consumption has doubtless been kept up by the low prices, but 
there is a growing opinion it will eventually be driven out of general 
consumption by Indian tea. 


Congous.—Red-leaf kinds: In Siftings there is nothing doing. 
Broken-leaf and fair common to good common, rather dusty, have been 
sold at 9#d. to 104d. Good common, free from dust, may be quoted 
11d. to 114d. per lb., with small demand. Fair to good and fine 
Kaisows are very scarce, and first arrivals of new season’s will be in a 
favourable position.

3d., 
shoWing a reduction of about 1d. per lb. on our last quotations. Fine 
have maintained their value, the few in recent arrivals selling at 1s. 6d. 
to ls. 7d. per lb. Oolongs, Souchongs, and Flowery Pekoes show no 
change. Scented Teas.—Canton Capers, of old import, have been forced 
off at auction at very low rates, common to fair quality selling at 73d.
